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GAS AND ELECTRICITY. 





AB scientific discoveries in increasing 
numbers are passing from the sphere of 
the laboratory into our everyday life, 
becoming after some little time what 
we are pleased to call necessities, the 
public are frequently called upon to 
decide for or against the adoption of 
some novel development of the utilisa- 
tion of the forces of nature; as such 
schemes invariably involve a financial 
problem, the engineering profession is 
required to lay the case clearly before 
the corporate bodies or others who have 
the final decision in their hands. It is 
consequently of some importance that 
non-professional people should know 
and understand, not the intricate details, 
but what the real issue at stake is. A 
fierce battle is just now raging between 
electricity on one side and steam and 
gas on the other; the former assures us 
that she will in a clean and efficient 
way, light up our houses, cook our food, 
and transport us with the swiftness of 
lightning to any place we like, and 
all for a mere song. Don’t listen to 
the upstart and don’t throw over your 
old friends, say gas and steam ; didn’t 
we rescue you from the smoking lamp 
and the jolting cart, and have you no 
gratitude? But before we have even | 
time to answer, the said upstart retorts 
that they are now claiming what they 
formerly maintained were not the just 
due of the smoking lamp and jolting 
cart; so we decide not to determine 
the question on sentimental grounds 





? 
‘but from practical experiments and 
financial results. Whether we will have 
lincandescent gas light or electric light, 
a question now prominently before this, 
community,depends on many factors and 
we propose to give our readers a résumé _ 
of what we saw in Europe, not with the 
eyes and understanding of one who 
would discuss the lighting power of gas 
expressed in 02 H2, C2 H4, ete., and 
electricity as measured in volts and 
ampéres ; but according to the impres- 
sions it made upon us as ordinary 
persons whose interest in the matter 
would be confined to using and paying 
for it, Most people have probably heard 
that the amount of light yielded by gas 
depends eminently on the temperature 
of the fame. In our fireplaces we 
may have a very largo flame (which of 
course is nothing but a gas flame) but it 
gives little light owing to a low tem- 
perature, which again is due to an 
excess of cold air. It is to a great 
extent the small particles of carbon 
which are brought to incandescence in a 
gas flame that give off light; and as an 
iron rod heated to whiteness gives off 
more light than one heated to a dull red 
only, ao it is with the particles of carbon. 
The efficiency of the incandescent gas- 
burner, with which we are now making 
acquaintance in Shanghai, does not de- 
pend on a new principle, but simply on 
the successful manufacture of a thin 
gauze, called the mantle, enveloping the 
flame, and prepared in such a manner 
that it does not burn away in the fierce 
heat which it causes, and through which 
the particles of carbon are brought to 
a brilliant white heat. When it is 
claimed that with less consumption this 
new burner gives several times as much 
light, many people will naturally be 
somewhat sceptical ; but it is absolutely 
correct; and ugainst this great advan- 
tage, there is only the high cost of the 
mantle, and the fact that it has to be 
renewed occasionally, a circumstance 
that one does not see mentioned very 
often. We noticed several public places 
in Paris lighted by this gas buruer, 
and the effect was extremely brilliant ; 
the light seemed to approach the effect 
of moonlight more closely than the 
electric arc light ; if used with a white 
chimney and indoors the incandescent 
gas light has often slight greenish 
tint which is somewhat ghostly and 
not at all becoming to the complexion ; 
but with a pink chimoey, the light 
seems almost perfect, except that for 
indoor installations there is of course 
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the disadvantage when compared with 
electric light that it, like any other gas 
flame, pollutes the air. It is a pity 
that more attention has not been paid to 
the more perfect purification of gas, 
which blackens our silver and spoils 
our paintings; for street lighting 
it ought to hold its own against 
electric light, provided the high cost of 
burners and their renewal allows it to 
compete in the matter of economy. 
In comparing the two illuminants it 
must be remembered that a street is 
better lighted by a subdivision of the 
total candle power at disposal. ‘That 
there are great possibilities for incan- 
descent gas light is best shown by the 
many cases which have been brought 
into Court by the competing companies, 
all claiming che legal right to manu- 
facture and sell the mantles. 

‘We are unaware whether the high 
price of a bumner is due to the cost of 
manufacturing or to the monopoly 
possessed by the inventors by virtue of 
patents ; but if the latter is the case 
we may some day expect to see a great 
redaction in price and a consequent 
increased use; and an invention that 
might thus give us several times the 
amount of light for the same or less 
money would cause a revolution in 
illumination, in the open air at least. 
Ten years ago electric light was a very 
fickle and uutrustworthy servaut, the 
arc lamp was a hissing, hysterical 
object, one moment flooding us with a 
shower of light, the next plunging us 
into relative darkness, and all the time 
filling us with a dread lest it should 
blow up altogether; the glow lamps 
though Jess demonstrative were very 
fragile and unreliable; this is no more 
80, improvements in dynamos and high 
speed steam engines (which of course 
still remain the prime movers) and in 
the electric lamps have made it pos- 
sible to produce such brilliant effects 
as may be seen at home in many large 
towns. If electric glow lamps are 
worked with a strong current they can 
be made to yield a beautiful, white 
light, but under these circumstances 
they do not last so long, as the carbon 
filament is destroyed by the more 
intense heat ; in the manufacture of the 
said filament we may confidently expect 
some great improvement in the near 
future. After a glow lamp has been 
used for some time the carbon filament 
gets thinner, offering greater resistance 
to the current, and one gets a dull red 
light and it is not good economy alsays 
to go on burning a lamp till it breaks. 
It is to be hoped that our Municipal 
Council will make an experiment and 
light one of our streets with incandes- 
cent gas light so as to afford an oppor- 
tunity for comparing it with electric 
light, both as to efficiency and economy, 
and especially to test the average time 
the incandescent gas burver will last, 
as, owing to its high price, this is the 
vital point. 

The lighting of a space is not such 
a simple matter that it can be tested 
by the actual amount of light at any 


‘one point such as can hé measured 
by a photometer; what we Want is a 
light that will allow us to see things as 
distinctly as possible, which is a different 
thing. ‘To make this clear we need 
only light two rooms with the same 
candle power, one having its lights naked 
or surrounded by a globe of clear glass, 
the other room with lights in globes of 
ground or opaque glass ; as the latter ab- 
sorb a considerable amount of light it is 
evident that we get, in absolute mea- 
sure, Jess light in this case and still we 
see things much better than in the 
other room. ‘The explanation is very 
simple: the uaked light whenever 
it meets our eyes'makes the pupils con- 
tract on account of its intensity, aud 
when one turns one’s eyes down to read 
or look at things, only s small quantity 
of the reflected light enters our eyes 
owing to the said contraction; of 
course if we for some time do not look 
direct at the naked light the pupil 
opens again; therefore a light should 
never be left naked in a position where 
our eyes must meet it at every moment. 
Anyoue walking down a street lighted 
with electric are light in only slightly 
opaque globes will experience that 
after taking his eyes from the light and 
Tooking into the toad he will for some 
time only very dimly see objects moving, 
while with opaque globes that absorbed 
30% or more of the light we should find 
the lighting much better. ‘This, of 
course, does not hold good where the 
light is placed in a position so elevated 
that our eyes do not meet the direct 
rays from the source of light. ° 

Tn an American book recently pub- 
lished, the author drawing upon his 
vivid imagination or visionary power 
gives us a picture of a middle-class 
home such as he fancies it will be 
in the year 2,500. Everything is “laid 
on,” water (hot and cold), electricity at 
various pressures for different purposes, 
music through phonographs, and in- 
numerable other things which by that 
time aro supposed to have become 
necessaries of life. We must hope, though 
the author does not say so, that people 
generally will have learnt how to utilise 
in a more intelligent way those boous 
which civilisation has brought within 
our reach.

‘The rise of the barometer has continued over 
the entire coast of China: the pressure at 
Shanghai is 0.09 in. above the average. 
Dull and even rainy weather over the S.

soon. State on the morning of the Ist. 
‘The sky, after having cleared during the 
night, has become’ overcast in the morning. 
‘The barometer falls rather slowly. Proba~ 
bilities. Continuation of dull weather, of 

E. monsoon in the S. and of variable 
breezes in the N.—Sunday, 2nd Febuary, 
10 n,m,—State of the atmosphere on the 1st. 
~The presure remains high over the N. of 
China, and is rising over Japan and 
Manchuria, The barometer is falling at 
all the Yangtze and 8. coast stations, and 
an elongated depression seems to be form- 
ing to the 8. of the River. Almost every- 
where in the 8. overcast or rainy weather. 
State on the morning of the 2ud.—The fall 
of the barometer goes on slowly at Shanghai 
with snow and rain mixed.

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‘Tae provincial authorities of Chékiang 
have re-opened the Hangchow mint for the 
coinage of cash. ‘The mint in question can 
tun out about a quarter of a million cash 
a day. 

AccorDING to a native paper the proposal 
to establish a mint at Rooker ‘tder the 
management of Shéng Hsio-jen, the father 
of Shéng Taotai of Tientsin, has been tem- 

rarily stopped by the Viceroy Chang 
Chih-tung. 

Ir is reported that the Japanese Consul- 
General here has sont a despatch to 
Governor Chao of this province with the 
request that the Maritime Customs be 
established at Soochow as soon as practi- 
cable, as Japanese subjects intend to import 
goods to Soochow at an early date. 

‘Tue friends of Shéng ‘Taotai state that 
he has not been disciplined so far, but he 
will probably not return to the Customs 
Taotaiship at in. He will retain, 
however, his various directorships, and will 
probably go to Peking in the early summer 
to have an audience of the Emperor. 

‘A Decree has been issued appointing 
General Sung Ch‘ing—who opposed the 
Japanese in Manchuria during the war— 
‘Commander-in-Chief of the Regent's Sword, 
with headquarters at Port Arthur. General 
Sung’s corps numbers nearly 25,000 men, 
two-thirds to be quartered at Port Arthur 
and the rest at Talienhuan. 

Ir has been proposed by one of the 
syndicates who have tendered for the build- 
ing of the Peking-Hankow railway to give 
‘a universal price of Tis. 30 per mow for 
Iand traversed by the railway, one-half of 
which will be paid to land holders in cash 
and for the other half a share certificate 
will be given. 

Ix reference to the two Vice-Presidents 
of Boards at Peking cashiered by the 
Imperial edict on the 3rd ult., of which 
the translation appears in another column, 
thore is a native report that Chang Lin has 
died. heart-broken, and that Wang Ming- 
juan has become a suicidal mamiac and 
has to be incessantly watched by his family. 

Tue Liprad ae sit Sine bod ae oa 
President of the Tungchow and Pel 
Granaries and now Vice-President of the 
Board of War, according to native report 
has tendered for the construction of the 
|Peking-Hankow railway. Hii is the re- 

resentative of a wealthy syndicate’ of 
Rhansi and Poking bankers and, it is said, 
some foreigners. 

‘Tae Hupao publishes the statement that 
the Japanese authorities in Formosa aaa 

rom ited an edi iting arané to 
EP Chiu aa the island who have Sed 
into the hills on account of their former 
connection with Lid Yung-fu, the Black Flag 
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chief. The houses and property sealed up 
by the Japanese authorities will also be re- 
turned to their owners who apply for them. 

A connesronpeNt writes from Chinkiang 
that merchants there are supplying a long: 
felt want by establishing» Chamber. of 
Commerce. Not only will this institution 
be of immense vantage in dealing with 
business: matters generally in proper and 
recognised manner, but an opportunity 
will be afforded of exposing abuses and 
hindrances to trade, so long notorious in 
that port, by publication of the minutes. 

Lr Suv-r‘ao, the nephew of H.E. Li 
Hung-chang, and Chief Commissioner of 
the railway construction from Kaiping to 
Shanhaikuan, is reported to be in trouble 
as he has been called upon by the Viceroy 
‘Wang Wén-shao to render an account of 
his stewardship for the last three years. 
‘The Board of Revenue alone sent Li Taotai 
ix million taels, not counting the contribu- 
tions from provincial authorities. 

Accorpixe to a Nanking despatch, tho 
Viceroy Liu. K‘un-yi has telegraphed to 
the Provincial Treasurer at Nanking that he 
intended to leave Peking for the South 
on the 2ist of January en route for Nanking. 
Steam launches are also ordered to be ready 
at Ts‘ingkiangpu on the Grand Canal for 
the Viceroy and suite, and it is probable 
that his Excellency will arrive at Nanking 
by the middle of this month. 

‘A TELEGRAM was received on Saturday 
from Peking to the effect that H.E. Lit 
Kun-yi will remain at Tsingkiangpu over 
the Chinese New Year and will not come 
on to Nanking, H.E. Chang Chih-tung 
retaining the Vicoroyalty of the Liangkiang. 
This news-gives general satisfaction, as it 
means among other things that the con- 
templated railway from Shanghai to Soo- 
chow and Nanking will not be interfered 
with. 

A reteoramt has been received from the 
North that the military officials of Shan- 
tung have been fortifying Ch‘ingtao (Green 
Island) at the entrance to Kiaochon Bay, 
the place where it was rumoured the. 
Russian fleet intended to winter. It has 
now transpired that such was indeed the 
object of the Russian authorities, but that 
the Chinese government refused the request 
and have since emphasised the reply by 
hastening to build extra fortifications in 
and around the approaches to the Bay. 

AccoRDING to a private telegram received 
by a native official here, Lo Féng-loh, ex- 
pectant Customs Taotai of ‘Tientsin, ex- 
Naval Secretary of the Peiyang, and con- 
fidential agent of the ex-Viceroy Li Hung- 
chang, has been cashiered of his 
owing to denuncistory memorials made to 
the Throne by several Censors at Peking. 
A native paper also states that one of the 
first men to denounce Lo Taotai was Wen 
‘Ting-shih, a Sub-Chancellor of the Grand 
Secretariat. 

A Lerrer recéived from Nanking states 
that the advocates of water works in 
‘Nanking, which had been repeatedly vetoed 
by Liu K‘un-yi before he left for the North, 
have at last’ received the sanction of the 
‘Viceroy Chang to the innovation and a 
trial is to be permitted with the commence- 
ment of the spring. An expectant magii 
tate named Ming’ is now in. Shanghai 
making enquiries as to the working of the 
water works here, and making an estimate 
of the cost of machinery, ete. 

‘Ow Tuesday last being the spring solstice 
the local mandarins went out in state in the 
early hours “to meet the incoming spring,” 
which is supposed to come by way of the 
South Gate. Te official cortége went as 
far as the temple “dedicated to the recep- 
tion of spring” and after the usual obei- 
sance before the improvised image of the 
T'aisus (presiding god of the year) appoint. 
ed by the Great Pearl Emperor (god of 
heaven) the mandarins returned to their 











yamfn, bringing back the “Spring of 
1896” with thei, 
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Trappears that the Tingwu brigade, now 
commbaded by HB. Yuan Shih-kai, ex- 
President at Seoul, and at present can- 
tonned at Hsiaochan, near Tientsin, will 
eventually Le transferred to the Southern 
Parks in the vicinity of Peking so as to be 
conveniently situated for either the Bu 

ror or Imperial Princes to occasional 
Tispeet the troops. ‘The Tingwu brigade 
consists of 7,000 men and apparently is 
intended to be one of the corps belonging 
to the Peking Field Force. 

Desparcues received from Peking an- 
nounce a decision by the Ministry of War 
to establish with the commencement of 
next spring a number of training schools 
for Chinese and Manchu youths who may 
desire to adopt the life of a soldier. The 
schools in question will be established in 
Gifferent parts of Peking and will contain 
about 500 boys in each. The chief instruc 
tors will he foreign military officers, assisted 
by graduates from the Tientsin Military 
Aeademy. ‘The training school for officers 
Will bo a separate establishment. 

Du. Ho Kai, of Hongkong, is now here 
en route for Peking, to which city his 
elder brother Mr. Ho Tim has already 

preceded him, These gentlemen, we learn, 
Datong to a syndicate of Hongkong Chinese 
who intend to make a bid for the monopoly 
of building the Peking and Canton grand 
trunk line and also for the Kowloon-Canton 
railway. FE. Chang Ying-huan, also a 
Cantonese (Vice-President of the Board 
of Revenue and member of the Tsungli 
Yamén), will push the scheme for the 
syndicate at the Imperial Court. 


Iris confidently asserted, writes a native 
correspondent from Canton, that a rebellion 
on a large scale will break out in Kuang- 
tung provinee in about. three months from 
now, and that the military authorities at 
Canton are preparing for a desperate strag- 
gle against the malcontents who have swern 
to spare no one, especially those of Tartar 
origin, There is a good deal of uneasiness 
in consequence amongst the wealthy classes 
of Canton and other large cities of Kuang- 
tung, and the universal prayer is that some 
strong Governor may be sent, out to hold 
the.reins in Canton, Hosti Chen-yi ought 
to be-the right man. 

‘Tax district of Liling in Hunan, some 
sixty miles east of Ch‘angsha, which is 
known to be a gold-bearing district and 
has yielded a lange quantity of gold to 
those of its inhabitants who defy the 
authorities and their village elders, has lnte- 
Iy been brought to the notie of Governor 

th‘én Pso-chén, the successor of Wu Ta- 
chang, by a number of literati and notables 
who have petitioned to be allowed to use 
foreign machinery to force the earth to 
yield its hidden treasure, ‘The Governor 
has issued his rescript in the matter and 
says that the “patriotism and liberal ideas 
of the petitioners are most commendable, 
and that after he shall have received a re- 
port from a special deputy sent to view the 
istrict he (the Governor) will then be able 
togrant, or otherwise, the prayer of the 
petition.” Tt may be interesting: to note 
tho districts of Hunan ‘which have the 
reputation of gold deposits: Ch‘iya 
Yungchow, Kuelyang, Laiyang, Changning, 
Che Paoch‘ing, Shaoyang, Liuyang, 
and Liling—the district noted above. On 
the Kiangsi borders conterminous with 
‘Hunan are the districts of Pinghsiang and 
Yuanchou which may also be included. It 
is significant to observe that no mention 
was made about féngshui either in the 
petition or the rescript of Governor Ch‘én. 

M. Frédéric Haas left Shanghai on Fri- 
day night to open the French Consulate at 
Chungking and assume the duties there of

After touching on the origin 
and growth of pilgrimage, the lecturer gave 
a graphic description of the sufferings and 
privations endured by the Crusaders, their 
ultimate capture of the Holy City, and 
subsequent acts of violence, outrage, and 
slaughter. Mr. Hodges expressed his wil- 
lingness to continue the subject at some 
future date and to deal with the later 
Crusades. The Y.M.C.A. will do well to 
take advantage of this opportunity. Owing 
probably to inclement weather this lecture 
was not well attended ; but the few who 
took the trouble were amply rewarded. 
‘The proceedings terminated with a hearty 
vote of thanks being accorded the lecturer.

‘Tue fifth monthly meeting of the Chinese 
Society of Science, Arts. and Literature was 
held at the Royal’ Asiatic Society's Lecture 
Room on Tuesday evening, when Mr. F. 
C. Cooper gave a very instructive lecture 
on “Coal and its Products.” ‘To illustrate 
the subject he had brought with him # set 
of chemical implements. In order to make. 
his subject as clear as possible to the minds 
of his hearers, he commenced by explaining 
the nature of oxygen, hydrogen, and carbon, 
and produced these elements by chemical 
process, which experiments very much in- 
terested the audience. After this he gave 
a geological description of coal and then 
expatinted at length on coal gases, When 
he came to coal tar, the products of coal 
were mentioned—the dyes and the differ- 
ent medicines that are obtained therefrom.

The houses appear to 
have been constructed in the flimsiest pos- 
sible manner ; another row which aro still 
unfinished seem to require but little per- 
suasion to follow the example of the others, 
the party walls being out of perpendicular 
and. simply built on a mud foundation. 
The accident is attributed to the heavy fall 
of snow, though it seems hardly likely 
that they would have collapsed in such a 
manner unless the construction, was faulty.

We have to thank Rear-Admiral S. 
Makaroff of the Russian Navy for a copy 
of his address delivered recently at Hong- 
Kong, on his “Device for Minimising the 
Effects of Collisions at Sea.” We have 
already referred to Admiral Makaroff's 
invention of a buffer for this purpose ; his 
address deals also with the question of 
bulkheads, which are often not water- 
tight and not sufficient in number. Some 


rough diagrams accompany the pamphlet 
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sent us. Instances occur almost daily illus- 


trating the necessity of making steamers 
more difficult to sink, the crucial one 
being the case of the Seaford, which was 
builé specially to carry passengers and 
should have been made unusually safe, but 
yet was easily sunk in the English Channel. 

In the 19th number of Mesy's Chinese 
Miscellany we find another chapter of 
“Yunnan Trade Routes,” and, among 
many other notes, an interesting account 
of an Official Visit in the interior. There

gret to learn that the prospects of the 
opening of the West River are not now 
considered so bright as they were a short 
time ago.

Our Hongkong morning contemporary 
says. that the Governor of Macao has 
addressed a circular despatch to the 
Portuguese Consuls at Hongkong, the 
treaty ports of China and Japan, Manila, 
Macassar, Sourabaya, Batavia, Singapore, 
Bangkok, and Saigon, requesting them to 
obtain as complete a census as possible of

. | subjects in their respective jurisdictions on 


the 13th of Februacy next, the date on 
which the census of Macao is to be taken. 
As regards Hongkong and Singapore the 
proposed enumeration may have a bearing 
on the legal status of some of our fellow 
residents of Portuguese race, many of 
whom have heen born in these colonies 
and are entitled to the rights of British 
subjects if they choose to claim them. If 
they return themselves as Portuguese sub- 
jects it would be in effect a renunciation of 
their claim to be British subjects, 

Is the course of some remarks on 
Admiral Makarof's recent lecture dealing 
with steamers’ bulkheads, the Daily Press 
writes :-— 

“Tt so happened that at the moment this 
discussion was going on there was a steamer 
lying in the harbour which afforded an 
example of what reliance can really be 
pl ‘on bulkheads. The On Sang, a first- 
class steamer fresh from the hands of the 
builders and on her first voyage, while 
entering the harbour struck a rock and 
made a rent in her fore-hold. The vessel 
has four holds separated by three bulk- 
heads. The bulkheads separating the fore- 
hold from the No. 2 hold proved insufi- 
cient to prevent the water finding its way 
into the latter by leakage, and it was only 
Kept down by the Dock Company's pumps; 
the vessel's own appliances would have 
‘been inadequate to cope with the inrush, 
and had a similar hole been made in the 
vessel at sea, where she could not have 
been beached, she would inevitably have 
foundered. As it was, the water reached 
a height of 3 ft. in the No. 2 hold and did 
e damage to the cargo of sugar. 
surance on the cargo was $400,000 
and the claim, we understand, will amount 
to about twenty per cent. ‘The bulkhead 
proved of some value, because without it 
the vessel would probably not have been 
able to keep afloat for the short distance 
she had to proceed to reach a safe beach; 
but the case is strong evidence in support 
of Admiral Makaroff's contention that the 
only reliable test of whether a so-called 
watertight compartment is really water- 
tight or not is to fill it and try it.” 

‘We have received Japan papers with 
dates from Yokohama to the 3lst ult., 
Kobe the 1st inst., and Nagasaki the 29th 
ult.—According to the vernacular Press, 
Hokkaido is to be taken from the control 
of the Home Department and Formosa 
from that of the War Department, and 
both are to be put under the proposed new 
Colonial Department.—Two new postage 
stamps are to be issued, with portraits of 
the late Princes Arisugawa and Kitashi 
kawa.—The Jiji Shimpo says that Marquis 
Ito is going to the Czar’s coronation, and 
then Count Matsukata will reorganiso the 
Cabinet.—It is stated that the Government 














is about to subsidise four special navigation 
routes. These are: Australia, 12 services 3 
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year ; Bombay, 12 services ; Vladivostock, 
18 services ; and Korsakoff, 8 services ; all 
to be undertaken by the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha.—The Corean Government is about 
to effect a loan of $5,000,000, secured on 
the Customs and on a railway it proposes 
to build between Seoul and Chemulpo.— 
Messrs. Illies & Co.'s offices on Main St., 
Yokohama, were completely destroyed by 
fire on the 30th ult.—Japan has been visited 
by heavy falls of snow.—A fatal explosion 
of gas occurred in the naval colliery at 
Sakurakara on the 26th ult, ‘Ten persons 
were killed and eleven wounded. 


Tue Japan Mail says:—Of the many 
changes introduced in quick succession in 
Corea the recent adoption of the westem 
mode of hair-dressing has, perhaps, attracted 
most attention. The subject was discussed 
several times after the downfall of the 
Ming faction, always, however, without any 
definite conclusion being reached. Finally 
the matter was taken up with much serious- 
ness, and in the sequel a proclamation was 
issued on the 30th ultimo, over the signa- 
ture of the King, urging upon the people 
the advisability of adopting the Western 
mode of hair-dressing, and adding, at the 
name time, that His Majesty himself would 
set the example. As soon as the proclama- 
tion had been issued, the King told his atten- 
dants to cut his hair and that of the Prince 
Royal. The attendants hesitated to obey, 
whereupon both the King and the Prince 
are said to have cut off a portion of their 
hair with their own hands. The proclama- 
tion created considerable commotion in 
both official and private circles. It caused 
the resignation of the Minister of Education. 
LiDo-sai, who, strongly opposing the change, 
retired to his native place when he found 
his representations disregarded by the King 
and the Cabinet. Many less important of- 
ficers in the various sections of the Govern- 
ment showed similar conservatism. Rather 
than have their locks unceremoniously 
chopped eff, they resigned their offices and 
retired to the country. But among the 
people at large the proclamation created 
most consternation. Many humorous stories 
are told by the Corean correspondents of 
the Tokio papers in connection with the 
affair. They show that the sentiment 
provoked in Corea by the change resembles 
that felt by the Japanese some thirty 
years ago when the same innovation was 
inaugurated, In Corea’s case the method 
of enforcement seems to be much more 
rigorous than it was in Japan. Constables 
are said to be posted at the four gates of 
the capital, to await tite coming of country 
people, their duty being to give information 
of the issue of the proclamation, and to 
compel the people, whether they object 
or consent, to cut their quenes, ‘The 
SJupanese barbers reap a golden harvest 
from the change. _ It is said that they levy 
20 sen from each of the numerous customers 
flocking to their shops. It is a fine time, 
too, for Japanese engaged in the sale of hats 
and foreign clothes, for the Coreans find it 
natural to wear Westem head-gear and 
coats after the cutting of their hair. ‘There 
is no good without its evil, says the Chinese 
proverb, ‘The poorer class of Coreans, 
who cannot afford to buy hats and coats, 
have recourse to a very simple method of 
obtaining what they want : of late Japanese 
residents in Seoul complain uninterruptedly 
of the mysterious disappearance of their 
head and foct gear. As for the Taiwén- 
kun, how radical is the change that has come 
over that bigoted old politician’s views 
may be inferred from the fact that, whereas 
he declined some years ago to receive a Ja- 
panese Representative who came dressed in 
foreign garments, he has now consented to 
dress his hair in'the new style. It is said 
that, owing to the uncompromising method 
pursued to enforce the proclamation, more 
than two-thirds of the people of Seoul 
now have their hair dressed in foreign 
fashion. But the event has 5d perturbed 
the provincial rustics that many of them 




















are giving the capital a wide berth, to the 
great inconvenience of the citizens of the 
latter, who rely upon the country-people 
for vegetables and other daily necessaries. 
One correspondent says that the ex-Minis- 
ter of Education was not opposed to the 
messure itself, but thought many graver 
matters called for attention. To show the 
true character of his protest, he had his 
hair cut before he retired to the country. 

Tae Rising Sun_says:—Mr. Nonaka, 
the famous diver, has given the Osaka 
Asahi some particulars of his doings at 
Weihaiwei, while at work on the sunken 
Teiyen, says an exchange. Since he com- 
menced in July he has been employing forty 
assistants, and he has brought up a good 
many mountings and fittings, and has made 
clear that dynamite was used before the 
ship sank to remove other valuables. Cases 
of 33 em. ammunition, fish-torpedoes, a 
ship's bell, a flag, &c., are among his finds, 
many of which will go to the Household 
Department. Mr. Nonaka will undertake 
to float the iron-clad if time and expense 
are of no account, but she could never be 
used, he is sure, as a sea-going fighter. 
‘The Government,’ therefore, will break up 
the hull and remove whatever is worth the 
trouble. In the course of his searches Mr. 
Nonaka found a piece of the Japanese 
torpedo that sank the Teiyen; it bore the 
number 2,174. The other warships in the 
same harbour cannot be raised. 

Norwrrustaxpisc the judgment of the 
Hiroshima Uourt, the Jupan Mail still 
mairitained on the 28th ult. that Viscount 
‘Miura did not connive at the murder of the 
Queen of Corea. We had remarked, but! 
not with any surprise, that the Japan Mail 
had carefully avoided publishing the judg- 
ment in question, and in its issue of the 
above date. it explains its omission as 
follows :— 

“We owe an explanation to our readers 
for not having yet placed before them 
a translation of the Judgment delivered 
by the preliminary tribunal in Hiroshima, 
in the case of Viscount Miura and others, 
accused of murder and sedition. The fact 
is that, inasmuch as great importance at- 
taches ‘to the affair, we are unwilling to 
accept as absolutely authentic the versions 
of the finding that have appeared in verna- 
cular newspapers, many of them having 
been transmitted by telegraph from Hiro- 
shima. An ideographie script is a delicate 
matter, very apt to have its exact sense 
distorted by the phonetic treatment of the 
telegraph. We prefer, therefore, to wait 
until we can procure an unquestionably 
accurate copy ofthe finding. "Very soon 
we hope to publish a careft prepared and 
Eustworthy tranalation.” 

But it changes its note on the 30th ult., 
after reading that Viscount Miura, at a 
congratulatory dinner given him on his 
release, had boasted that the share taken 
‘by the Japanese in the coup d'état of the 
8th of October was his work, and his work 
only Tesays 

“We produce this report of the speeches 
because it is interesting to know how the 
principal Japanese actors in the coup d'état

ed their speeches—we cannot but

Tae January mimber of the St. John’s 
Echo opens with a short editorial by 
“¥F.L.H.P.” mentioning the changes that 
are taking place in the College: at the 
beginning of the scholastic year, the prin. 
cipal one being the transfer of the Medical 
School, with Dr. Boone as Dean, from 
Hongkew to Jessfield, The News Column, 
by Tsur-mong Yei, is full of interesting 
notes. Zung-tse Woo writes enthusiasti- 
cally on ‘The Pleasures of Photography,” 
which sometimes extend to the photo- 
graphee as well as the photographer. 
TK Woo contributes a satirical article, 
entitled “‘My Dream.” Ang-sung Yuen 
(the romanisation of these names is some- 
thing terrible) gives an account of Our 
Christmas Festivities.” Loong-san Chow 
discusses “The Two Things Necessary 
for China,” which are the introduction 
of Christianity and Western Education. 
Tsin-mok Woo makes suggestions on the 
subject of “How to Enlarge « Museum ;” 
and Tsur-mong Yei is eloquent on ‘The 
Reform Society in China.” His conclud- 
ing advice'is: “If this Society is successful, 
rise up and render it your help, if not, 
still rise up and do in its place what you 
think best for your mother-country.”” A. 
really surprising list is given on the cover 
of the Scholarships, in all over 60, ranging 
from $40 to $100 a year, at the disposal of 
the students in St. John’s. 

Tue New York Nation of the 20th of

““The Venezuelan claim that the territory 
is not British because the Spanish discovered 
America, is briefly dismissed by Lord Salis- 
bury as’ both too vague and too sweeping : 
as well claim under the bull of Alexander 
VI. But the Venezuelans allege a specific 
decree of the King of Spain in 1768, des- 
cribing Guiana (the then —— province 
of that name is meant) as bounded on the 
south by the Amazon and on the east b; 
the Atlantic. This proves too much, as it 
would imply the right of Venezuela’to all 
of British, French, and Dutch Guiana, as 
well as an enormous tract of Brazilian terri- 
tory. Moreover, this decree cannot: be sup- 
posed to have overlooked the Dutch settle- 
ments formally recognised in the treat} 
of Munster, 1648. Furthermore, thougl 
the Spanish Government was a party to 
the treaty of 1814, under which the Dutch 
settlements were definitely ceded to Eng- 
land, and though the frontiers claimed by 
Great Britain were ogee well known to 
it, at no stage of the negotiation did it in- 
terpose any objection. Back of all these 
late and shadowy Spanish claims, however, 
Lord Salisbury goes to produce evidence 
ich, if uncontradicted, is absolutely de- 
cisive about the Dutch, and hence the 
English, right to the Cuyuni River—the 
very territory which is now alone in serious 
dispute. In 1769 and againin 1769the States 
General of Holland addressed formal re- 
monstrances to the Court of Madrid against, 
Spanish incursions into the hasin of the 
Cuyuni. These protests were never answer- 
ed, and an examination of the Spanish. 
archives reveals the fact that the Council of 
State concluded that it had nothing to offer 
in rebuttal. Lord Salisbury cites textually 
the opinion of the Council that the Spanish, 
title to the Cuyuni was ‘very improbable.’ 
‘He also intimates generally that ‘researches 
in the national archives of Holland and 














Spain have furnished further and more 
convincing evidence. in support of the. 
British claims.’”

THE CHENGTU COMMISSION. 
Sra Feb, 
Tun U.S. Chéngtu Commission has 
returned, having arrived here safely on 
Saturday after four mouths of arduous 


travel. We are glad to learn that the 
Chinese officials, everywhere in the four 
provinces traversed, were most friendly, 
especially so at Chéngtu where che 
Viceroy, who is described as a splendidly 
capable ruler, has the people thoroughly 
in hand. Every facility was given the 
Commission in the conduct of its in- 
vestigation ; there were no sigus of ob- 
structiveness, aud the missionary claims 
were promptly agreed to, and the 
returning missionaries received in the 
most friendly manner. In Chéngtu 
every. diligence was being shown in 
searching out the officials who were 
implicated in the outrages. We believe 
that it is fairly well established that 
the cause of the riot at Chéngtu was as 
alleged by the speakers at the meetings 
in Shanghai; and in this connection 
we may mention that the U.S. Depart- 
ment of State has expressed its strong 
approval of the action of the American 
meeting here, and the course taken by 
‘the U.S. Cousul-General in the matter. 
'Yhe work of the Coumission promises 
to be of great value as a preventive of 
riots in the future ; aud the Commis- 
sioners must be congratulated on the 
thoroughuess aud complete discretion 
with which they have carried out the 
difficult work imposed on them by the 
US. Government, as well as on the 
success that has crowned their labours. 
Wheir report has to go to Peking and 
thence to Washington before it can be 
made public in China.

Among the Ameri- 
can offices, which are perhaps not

Fotrowrse Dr. Leitner’s learned article 
on “the Khalifa Question,” which 
winds up with an amusing list of the 
national nicknames used in ‘Turkey, we 
find an interesting account by Captain 
S. Pasfield Oliver, headed “The African 
Pioneers,” of four enthusiastic French- 
men, who set out from Murseilles in 
August, 1894, to civilise Africa. The 
following was one of their instructions 
roughly translated :—* Union with the 
women of the country without being 
obligatory, is highly recommended as 
promising to furnish a nursery of excel- 
Tent African pioneers born to the 
climate, but French by father, by heart, 
by language, and by education. Thus 
would be constituted a Franco-African 
race that would stimulate the elevation 
of the black race and the development 
of French influence in Africa.” They 
selected Madagascar as the starting- 
point of this important movement, and 
settled on the little island of Ste, 
Marie (Nosy Braha) on the east coast 
of Madagascar. One of them is dead ; 
“the other three pioneers spent all the 
hot season at the healthy and delightful 
colony of Réunion, revisiting their 
garden at Ste. Marie during the cooler 
and healthy months, ‘Their expenses 
now fall on the Colony of Ste, Marie, 
and they enjoy a comfortable sinecure 
with little or nothing to do and plenty 
to get at the charges of their mother 
country.” ‘There is perhaps another 
side to this story which is not given 
here. 

‘Then comes a very important article 
by Mr. W. A. Pickering, C.M.G., the 
first of a series on “The Straits Settle- 
ment; its Early History.” ‘The intro- 
duction is worth giving in full :— 

“ At a time when all classes are com- 
plaining of a declining trade owing to 
foreign competition, and the lack of 
new markets for the sale of our products 
and manufactures ; and when there is a 
danger that we may be elbowed out of 
our bardly-earned commercial position 
in the Far East, by nations which have 
only entered the field at the eleventh 
howr, I cannot help thinking that a 
narrative of what the British Govern- 
meut can accomplish by an enterprising 
policy carried out by able and consbien- 
tious officials, may be of some interest 
to the Public. The marvellous results 
which have already been gained in the 
Malay Peninsula are primarily owing 
alike to the bold and conciliatory policy 
inaugurated by Sir Andrew Clarke in 
January, 1874. This policy, continued 
and developed by a succession of able 
Governors of the StraitsSettlements, and 
British Resideuts in the various native 
States, has changed Perak, Salengor, 
and Sungei Ujong, especially, from being 
wastes of jungle and swamp, sparsely 
inhabited by Malay pirates and turbu- 
lent Chinese, into peaceful habitations 
of flourishing merchants and labourers, 
the produce of whose enterprise ot 
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Inbour greatly adds to the value of 
British commerce and also provides a 
revenue equal to that of our Colony, 
the Straits Settlements. In connection 
with this prosperity I must mention 
Mr. F. A. Swettenham, C.M.G., who, 
since 1874, whether as pioneer in ex- 
ploration, or Resident in Perak and 
Salengor, has indefatigably devoted 
himself to the amelioration of the 
diferent races under his charge, and 
to the upholding of British prestige in 
the Straits of Malacca.” 

A very interesting sketch of the 
history of the extension of British 
influence over the Malay Peninsula 
follows. Penang was ceded to Captain 
Light of the East India Company's 
Service in 1786, and a few years after- | 
wards Province Wellesley on the main- | 
Jand of Keddah was added to the new 
colony. In 1795 we took Malacea from | 
the Dutch, returned it in 1818, and) 
recovered it by treaty in 1824. In} 
1819 Sir Stamford Rafiles occupied | 
Singapore, an island covered with jungle 
and deserted except by a few pirates 
and fishermen, What Singapore now is, 
its population and its trade, we know. 
‘he sea-borne commerce of the Straits 
Settlements in 1894 amounted to 
$413,000,000. In 1872 the Chinese 
merchants of the Straits presented a 
petition to Sir Harry Ord, the 
Governor of the Straits, pointing 
out the anarchy that reigned in 
the peninsnla between Malacca and 
Province Wellesley, and his succes- 
sor, Sir Andrew Clarke, began the 
work that has resulted in the great 
change that has come over the native 
States. He hegan his policy of paci- 
fication in 1874; and the present article 
ends with the submission of the Si- 
Kuans of Larut. 

The articles that follow, on “A 
Modern Hindu Saint,” “'The Indian 
Brahma Alphabet,” “'Ihe Origin of the 
Bné-Israel,” and “ The Sacred Laws of 
the Aryas, Part II,” are not of such 
special interest to us; then comes a 
very readable paper on Kashmir by Mr. 
Walter R. Lawrence, C.1LE. ‘I'he writer 
ends by saying :—“ Let us hope that 
the description of the valley in the old 
Sanskrit chronicle will in future -he 
more justly applied. It is a country 
where the sun shines mildly being the 
place created by Kashayapa as if for 
his glory. High school houses, the 
saffron, iced water, and grapes which are 
rare even in Heaven are common here. 
Kaildsé is the best place in the three 
worlds; Himalaya the best part of 
Kailésé, and Kashmir the best place in 
Himalaya’ If you will go to ‘Cache- 
mire the Paradise of the Indies, as 
it was styled by old Bernier, you will 
see that the Sanskrit chronicler Kalhana 
was right and that Kashmir is not only 
the best place in the Himalaya, but 
the best place in the world.” 

Mr. J. George Scott, C.LE, follows 
with a most interesting“ account of 
“The Wild Wa—A Head-Hunting 
Race.” ‘The Wa are an indigenous 
ace, settled in the Shan States, whose

TIENTSIN. 
6th Feb. 

We published on Tuesday the annual 
report of the British Municipal Counci! 
of ‘Tientsin and an account of the pro- 
ceedings at the Landrenters’ meeting. 
Last year on the same occasion the 
political outlook was so serious and a 
blockade of the Peiho so likely a con- 
tingency that our gratulations were 
qualified by a somewhat dismal pro- 
gnostic. ‘This year, however, the sky ix 
blue and the wind due south, we find 
nothing but undiluted prosperity both 
in the prospect aud retrospect, and we 
have nothing to offer our Northern 
neighbours but felicitations on their 
municipal and social progress, ‘Tientsin 
like Shanghai has reason to rejoice over 
the fact that able and public-spirited 
meu have hitherto steadily come for- 
ward to give their best service in honor- 
ary but overous work: satisfactory as 
this is, we need hardly state that it alone 
could not account for the frictionless 
administration aud the good results we 
see: it must be accompanied by high 
excellence in the permanent officials and 
by technical skill in the staff. We have 
heard from other sources that there is 
just a possibility in the future of a 
failure in the supply of landrenters 
willing to accept office: the number of 
renters is limited, many are absentees, 
and their represeutatives find the in- 
creasing cares of business too exacting 
to allow them to undertake heavy 
voluntary work. ‘This is a serious matter 
and is unhappily uot confined to Tientsin 
as we know; reasonable means of meeting 
it, would be to enlarge if possible the 
constituency of laudrenters, and so to 
organise and extend the permanent staff 
as to relieve the honorary councillors 
of everything but supervision. 

‘Tientsin like Shanghai is keen on 
self-eulargement : we note at the Land- 
reuters’ meeting an instruction to the 
incoming Council to memorialise Sir 
Claude Macdonald on this question ; 
quite apart from its obvious merits as 











regards hygiene, roads, and comfort, 
it would have the advantage of greatly 
increasing the number of the landrenters 
and enlarging the field of choice for 
Councillors, ‘he Iate Minister advised 
us to follow the ‘I'ientsin example in 
becoming the proprietors of our land 
environment ; we should thns meet the 
most difficult practical objection to 
extension and reduce the question to 
one of opportiine presentation in Pelring. 
This implied that there would be little 
or no difficulty in the ''ientsin case ; as 
theirs is the stronger for presentation, 
it might be well for Sir Claude to try 
his prentice hand on Tientsin and uso 
the result (if successful) as a precedent 
for Shanghai, Meanwhile we hope that 
our own Conneil will also prepare to 
memorialise the Minister in a manner 
similar to that of the Northern port, 
‘The tonnage of the port maintains a 
steady rate of increase: 1895 gave 
record figures, viz,, 404,892 tons as 
compared with 367,908 in 1894—an 
increase of 10 per cent—the big year 
of 1888 showing 390,265 tons, We 
observe that sailing vessels tend toward 
avanishing point, their total tonnage 
for the year being 2,585 tons. It is 
interesting to note that the size of the 
steamers going to the “Nentsin bund 
also tends to grow; the average is 
now 959 tons per vessel as compared 
with 920 in 1894 and 810 in 1886, 
Curiously enough this has hitherto 
proved inimical to the municipal income, 
the Mooring and Bund fees being 
assessed by the vessel and not by 
tonnage. The odd custom obtains in 
‘Tientsin of dumping the cargo on the 
Bund and the adjacent side roads and 
there allowing it to remain for ten days 
at an exceedingly small fee. ‘Ihe ex- 
cellence of the local matting and the 
remarkable dryness of the climate enable 
this to be done without appreciable loss 
by damage; the Chinese have been 
quick to take advantage of this cheap 
form of warehousing, and they increas- 
ingly use the Bund as an open market, 
Goods are daily bought and sold in situ 
in large and small parcels, ‘The cargo 
of the large steamers pays just the 
same as that of the smaller ones with 
the result that the amount of Bund 
Fees from 400,000 tons of stuff in 1895 
produced less income than 350,000 
tons in 1886. ‘This is now to be 
remedied by slightly augmented charges 
and by differential rates ou vessels 
over and under 1,000 tons register. 
The charge will still be so insigni- 
ficant as to be inappreciable to the 
shippers or steamer owners but will 
increase the settlement revenue by. 
‘Ts. 2,500. ; 
We further note that a charge of 
‘Tis. 1.5 is to be exacted as Mooring 
fees from the lighters of the very 
flourishing local coimpany. ‘There was 
a keen contest over this in the Land- 
renters’ meeting, many seeming to think 
that before taxing the local shipping, 
the rich Steamer Companies should be 
asked to pay a more reasonable Bund 
fee in return for the remarkable pri- 
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vileges they enjoy. We must say that 
the result arrived at seems to us both 
just and generous; the Lighter Company 
and the Steamer Corporations will now 
pay an extremely reasonable guid for 
a very large quo, and the question of 
the comparative equity of these taxes 
may be left to the sense of justice of 
the incoming Council. 

'Lhe chief novelties in the estimates 
for 1896 are the introduction of Sikh 
police (iu part) and the raising of one- 
third of a ‘I's. 80,000 loan at 6%, to 
meet extra-Concession development. It 
is doubtful if the Sikhs will stand the 
rigours of the Northern climate, and 
hence the policy is to be inangurated 1 
in a tentative manner; if they fail then j 
probably Punjabees or Hill-men from 
Northern India will be tried. ‘I'he loan 
question is to be noticed, as it means 
that the former official repugnance (in 
Peking) to this policy is now in abey- 
ance. We are glad to see that a 
liberal expenditure in Wharfage and 
Bundage is a constant quantity in the 
budget: the Council clearly sees the 
wisdom of nurturing the goose that 
Jays the golden eggs: last yeur is 
debited with ‘I's. 18,840 for new 
wharves, 

‘The Councillors seem well up to the 
mark in their conception of practical 
municipal socialism : the event of 1894, 
although it is strangely glossed over in 
the summary, was undoubtedly the 
geuerous provision of a Public Recrea- 
tion Gonnd. Besides handing over 
some forty mow of land to a trust 
for this purpose, the Landrenters 
voted ‘I'ls, 10,000 for its improve- 
ment and developwent. We under- 
stand that Water and Education are 
to engage the prompt attention of 
the Councillors this year, ‘This is all 
as it shonld be. ‘I'he striking fact that 
the assets of the Municipality exceed 
the linbilities by the handsome sum of 
‘Ns, 82,487 gives ample warranty both 
of the wisdom of past adininistration 
and of the expediency of going still 
further afield in the regions of Muni- 
cipal benevolence. We tender our 
siucere congratulations to the Landrent- 
ers and to the community. 





THE TRANSVAAL QUESTION. 

th Feb. 
THE premonitory mutterings of the 
recent storm in the ‘I'ransvaal began 
to be heard in London during December 
last, but until even 2 few days before 
it actually burst, there seems to have 
been little idea that it would break out 
so soon, ‘I'he issue of the 21st of 
December of the African Review, a 
prominent weekly paper published in 
‘London, contains a lending article head- 
ed “Is the Hour at Hand?” in. which 
the writer begins by saying that he 
thought the hour was uot yet come. 
“Seusational statements,’ the article 
goes on to say, “ have been made which 
ask us to believe that the outlanders 








are not so uuprepared to take the field 
as, on the surface of things, would 





appear. may be dismissed. ‘The 
oppressed miners are neither armed nor 
are they organised ; but they have 
justice on their side. Moreover, a pent- 
up force of righteous indignation, which 
has gained its intensity by reason of 
its long-suffering and the rigorous re- 
pression to which it has been subjected, 
cannot endure for ever. Sooner or later 
an explosion must occur.” The British 
at Johannesburg were groaning under 
the yoke of the ignorant Boer farmers, 
They were denied the franchise and 
civil rights ; they had to inaugurate a 
system of education for their children, 
while they were taxed to provide for 
“national ” education ; they were denied 
a proper police force, and crimes of 
violence were going uurepressed in 
Johannesburg itself. In the speech of 
Mr. Lionel Phillips, President of the 
Chamber, at the opening of the new 
building of the Witwatersrand Chamber 
of Mines at Johannesburg on the 20th of 
November, the grievances of the out- 
landers are set out at length but temper- 
ately. First, Mr. Phillips mentioned that 
the Government, from jealonsy, had re- 
fused the Chamber an Act of Incorpora- 
tion, though it would merely give to the 
Chamber a right to sue and be sued. 
Then he mentioned how the Govern- 
ment had given a concession some 
years ago tor the manufacture and sale 
af explosives. ‘The price was high, but 
the miners had to bow ; but then they 
discovered that it was a fraud, and that 
no dynamite was being made in the 
country at all, At last the Govern- 
ment cancelled the concession, and the 
miners were happy. But unfortunately, 
the State started a State monopoly in 
explosives, and gave it to the very man 
who had cheated them before. ‘I'hen 
President Kruger had a fancy for the 
erection of factories, whether they were 
wanted or not. “ An idea was started 
to have a factory in this country for 
the manufacture of cyanide of potas- 
sium. Everybody who knew anything 
about it felt that as all the ingredients 
of cyanide of potassium would have to 
be imported from the other end of the 
world it would be much more expensive 
to make it here than to import it, and 
the idea was, of course, opposed. Que 
gentleman connected with the mining 
industry went to President Kruger 
and protested against the idea. He 
remonstrated with the President and 
pointed ont that it was absolutely trying 
to start an industry at the expense of 
the gold mining industry. The Pre- 
sident replied in the most serious 
manner: ‘Iam afraid that some day 
the gold will be worked out from these 
mines, and then I shall have my 
factory.’ ‘But,’ said the gentleman, 
“seeing that cyanide of potassium is 
used for the extraction of gold, do you 
expect your people are going to ent the 
cyanide when the gold is worked ont?’” 
‘This was an instance of the intelligence 
with which the Transvaal is governed. 
‘The new population is at least equal to 
three to one of the descendants of the 
original settlers, who are the rulers ; 
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and constributes nine-tenths, 
more, of the revenue of the country. 
‘The outlanders had proffered the 
hand of friendship to the Boers, and 
it had been refused with insult, ‘The 
Constitution of the South African Re- 
Republic. is liberal enongh, but the 
Volksraad claims the right to amend it 
whenever it likes. ‘There is only one 
bulwark between the outlanders and 
the Volksraad and that is the High 
Court; and the Volksraad has been 
trying to bring the High Court under 
the domination of the Executive, Mr. 
Phillips then referred to the education 
question, of which we have already 
spoken, and went on to protest against 
the protective duties which made the 
cost of bread and meat so high, The 
Boers were too indolent to supply the 
reqnirements of the population them- 
selves, and yet made living very much 
dearer than it need be by protective 
duties. It does not seem to us that 
any of these complaints justified the 
rebellion which Dr. Jameson came 
with an armed force to assist, a re- 
bellion which was premature, because 
there is a consensus of opinion that the 
Boers could not hold out much longer 
against the advance of the outlander 
wave ; and Mr. Phillips himself does 
not seem to have’ contemplated an 
immediate rebellion He concludes 
his speech by saying :-— 

“All we want in this country is 
purity of administration aud an equita- 
ble share and voice in its affairs, 
(Cheers.) I hope that wiser counsels 
may prevail, aud that the Government 
of this country may be induced to see 
that the present policy will not -do, 
Nothing is further from my heart 
than a desire to see an upheaval, 
which would be disastrons from every 
point of view, and which would pro- 
bably end in the most horrible of all 
possible endings, in bloodshed, but 
I would’ say this, that is a mistake 
to imagine that this much-maligned 
community, which consists auyhow of a 
majority of wen born of freemen, will 
consent indefinitely to remain snbordin- 
ate to the minority in this country— 
(applause)—and that they will for ever 
allow their lives, their property, and 
their liberty to be subject to its arbitrary 
will. I hope that the Legislature of 
this country will recognise this fact_in 
time, and not attempt to do that which 
is impossible. If the population of this 
country were only accepted in the spirit 
in which it has offered itself, it wonid 
be a strength to the others instead of a 
weakness.” 

We shall have probably to wait for 
the trial of Dr. Jameson to know how it 
was that he was tempted to start to free 
Johannesburg before the outlanders had 
risen themselves, and when, apparently, 
they were not prepared to rise, notwith- 
standing all their grievances.

‘The French newspapers, for the most part, 
do not regard the Anglo-Amverican dispute ax 
likely to lead toa war. The Liberté remarks 
that the proceedings of the Commission will 
Jeave plenty of time for an honourable settle- 
ment, and that the composure maintained in 
England is of ‘omen. The Temps thinks 
that it would be extremely clever on the part 
cof President Cleveland to choose the members 
of his Commission from among his rival candi- 


dates for the Presidency. The delicate ques- 
tion of the instructions, however, is of the 
highest interest. 


“18,” says the Temps, “the President 
really has the audacious idea of constituting 
a Supreme Court against which there will be 
no sppeah, ‘of summoning England to appear 
at its bar, and of imposing upon her an irrevo- 
cable decree, there 3s no concealing the fact 
that the danger of war is great. A country 
which respects itself, a State with the slightest 
pretension to empire, evidently could not 
think of bowing before any such dictate. . . . 
People in England sometimes fancy that these 
periodic explosions of ill-will are to be ex- 
plained solely by the presence of the Irish 
element. ‘This is to read history extremely 
ill, In 1814 and 1815, when the Irish were 
as yet merely an infinitesimal minority, a 
quantité absolument néyligeable, in America, 
even if they had set foot there, the anti-Eng- 
lish feeling was perhaps stronger than it has 
ever been since. General Jackson, during 
the 30 years that followed the battle of New 
Orleans, derived a good deal of his imniense 
popularity from the lesson inflicted upon the 

jritish troops. ‘There are in this antagonism 
three sets of causes equally powerful, - First, 
there are the heroic memories of tho War of 
Independence, exalted by popular education 
and the primary school books. Then, there 
is the common language. It is well known, 
indeed, that brothers who quarrel are the 
worst foes. Finally, there is the difference 
of institutions and the failure to comprehend 
each other of an old monarchical and aristo- 
cratic society and a young democratic Re- 
public of equality. All this is more important 
than Irish hatred. 


The Times, in its leading article of the 
23rd of December, says :— 

‘The rapid passage of the Venezuela Com. 
mission Bill through the Senate at Washing- 
ton, without even an attempt to defend that 
unprecedented measure in debate, may pos 
sibly be due to the continuing influences of 
the jingoes. But, as our New York Corres- 
pondent suggests, it is more probable that it 
arises from a quite intelligible wish on the 
part of the Republican party in Congress to 
throw upon President Cleveland the whole 
responsibility for the policy to which he has 
rashly committed his country. ‘The appoint- 
ment of the Commission is left to the Presi 
dent, and it appears to be considered uncer- 
tain whether he will nominate partisans who 
have already avowed that they have made 
up their minds against the claims of Great 
Britain, or eminent judicial and diplomatic 

reonages who would probably take an 
impartial view. It is not for the British 
Government or, indeed, for the people of the 
United Kingdom to interfere in this matter 
‘atall. Our position is perfectly clear. Both 
‘Her Majesty's present advisers and their 

recedessors in otfice have indicated the 
imitations of the controversy with Venezuela 
which this coantey is willing, not as a matt 

of right, but for the sake of peace, to sub 
to arbitration, Our reasons for refusi 
include in that submission our claim to 
before the Republic 
of Veriezuela came into existence are on 
record and cannot be affected by any decision 
of an ex parte tribunal, appointed to deal with 
claims over which it can have no sort of 
jurisdiction, and in disregard of the established 
comity of nations. In this refusal we have 
the support of the most representative organs 
of public opinion on the Continent, where it 
is seen that the pretensions to which President 
Cleveland has unwisely given form are hardly 
less threatening to other European Powers 
than to that immediately attacked. The 
exceptions show an amount of ignorance 
which is really amusing. A writer in the 
Figaro who ‘tells us that he has been 
acquainted with the Monroe doctrine for 
years, but who does not seem to have strayed 




































into the study of political geography, $a 
that ‘England’ hasbeen loging bands on 
Central America, and that Mexico and Peru 





are “no longer their own masters.” A 
Russian journal, which, we suppose, takes the 
Clan-na-Geel and Mr. William O’Brien 
seriously, warns us that, in the event of war, 
we must reckon with the military prowess of 
the revolting Irish. But these aberrations 
from common sense are few, and, as Mr. 
Gladstone has replied by telegraph to the 
appeal of an American journal in the interests 
‘of peace, “only comnion sense is required” to 
clear up the situation. Unfortunately, Mr. 
Cleveland quitted the ground of common 
sense when he sanctioned Mr. Olney’s pro- 
Yocative despatch and when he sent, his 
‘Message to Congress proposing to cut the knot 
of the Venezuelan ditiiculty by the nomination 
of Commissioners of his own, whose verdict: 
will have no greater authority than that of 
any private body of American citizens assem- 
bling to pronounce, Jet us say, on the recon- 
stitution of the Turkish Empire. 

It goes on to point out that the diplo- 
matic question was overshadowed by the 
financial one. ‘The President had shat- 
tered the confidence previously felt in him, 
and had seriously shocked ‘the financial 
world in New York, had spoiled any chance 
of the passing of his proposed financial 
measures, and might even be compelled to 
agree to a reimposition of protective duties, 
‘The article concludes :-— 

Be that asit may, the blow that has been 
struck has produced widespread disaster in 
business centres all over the world. The 
Americans themselves have suffered most, 

rely. It is useless to abuse the brokers of

therefore, to be hoped for the moment front 
negotiation. But our claims, fortified by 
possession, remain where they wore. It is 
not, impossible that public opinion in the 
United States may soon come to take a more 
rational view of those claims and to recognise 
that Mr. Olney’s despatch was a caricature 
of the Monroe doctrine. Deeply as we must 
regret the controversy that has arisen, ina 
form so unnecessarily acute, we can at all 
events rejoice im tle demonstration it has 
afforded of the unity of our national senti- 
ment, and especially of the attachment. of 
our Canadian fellow-subjects to the Imperial 
Crown. Good may come out of evil if the 
lent, as it recedes, we hope, into history 
should lead the Canadians to strengthen thei 
organisation for defence and should admonish 
us at home to strain every nerve to obtain for 
this country that indisputable command of 
the seas on which our Empire depends. 

‘That Mr, Gladstone should be prompt to 
answer a telegram from Mr. Pulitzer, th 
proprietor of the New York JWorld, asking 
him for an opinion on the crisis, was only 
to be expected ; but people in England 
generally would’ hardly have expected the 
Prince of Wales to be drawn in the same 
way. But Mr. Pulitzor did it, and did it 
successfully, as the following from. the 
Times’ New York correspondent, dated 
Christmas Day, shows 

The Prince of Wales very well understood 
American feeling when he authorised Sir 
Francis Knollys to send a joint m to 
the World in his own and the Duke of York’s 
name, It is printed across the first page of* 
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the World, under the heading ‘Peace and 
Good Will,” as “A Cordial Message to the 
American People,” with portraits of the 
Prince and the Duke, and a facsimile of the 
cable form on. which it was received, dated 
Sandringham, December 24. It runs as 
follows :— 

“Sir Francis Knollys is desired by the 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of York to 
thank Mr. Pulitzer for his cablegram. They 
earnestly trust, and eannot but believe, that 
the present crisis will be arranged in a manner 
satisfactory to both countries, and will be 
succeeded by the same warm feeling of friend- 
ship which has existed between them for so 
‘many years.” 

There is not, from the American point of 
view, aword too niuch or too little. - It is a 
message which both the parties into which 
this country is now divided can accept, and 
‘one which is equally gratifying to both. " The 
poople of the United States have cherisheda real 
regard for the Prince of Wales ever since that 
visit to this country of which many pleasant 
memories still survive. They receive with 
pleasure his assurance of friendship. They 
will be likely to interpret it asexpressing also 
the sentiments of the Queen, who has ever 
been a venerated figure to Americans, and is 
not less so now than she has been ‘for two 
generations past. ‘They sce nothing irregular 
‘or unconventional in the sending of such 
communications as those now published. ‘The 
effect of them has, perhaps, been more direct 
and beneficial than if they had come through 
the Foreign Office or Parliament. ‘Their 
simplicity and sincerity are effectual. Nobody 
here sees any reason why two Princes, destin- 
edt cach in his time to be a Sovereign, should 
not declare their good will to a sovereign 

jople. If it {be unusual, and if their Royal 

ighnessess have used their prerogative to 
dispense with any courtly etiquette or any 
Pusetili of diplomacy, that only, makes thet 

indly words more welcome to the people to 
whom they are addressed. 

‘We may give also a short quotation from. 
the Stndard and may say that the whole 
English Press taken the same view of the 
crisis :— 

Englishmen are well aware of the difficulty 
which many Americans must feel in recon- 
siling patriot with frank disavowal of 
Mr, Cleveland's attitude ; but they ean join 
with all sincerity in the petition that the two 
nations may ‘* be saved from imbruing thei 
hands in each other's blood.” We are pro- 
foundly sorry for what Mr. Cleveland has 
done, and so, we feel confident, will the vast 
majority of his countrymen be in a little time. 
He has travestied, and to that extent damaged, 
‘a principle they hold dear ; and he has made 
the Republic of the United States, which we 
have all honoured on account of its supposed 
attachment to peace and non-intervention, 
figure in the aves of Europe as gratuitously 
aggressive, and a reckless champion of war. 

‘The Continental Press takes much the 
same line, the European States disagreeing 
entirely with what the Fremdendlatt calls 
“Cleveland’s theory, by which . . . when 
they have differences with countries on the 
Amorican continent,” they ‘are to be 
placed under the jurisdiction of the States.” 
‘The Vossiche Zeitung says :—

‘The following is the Economist's opening 
note on the Money Market :-— 

The incident of the Presidential Message 
on the Anglo-Venezuelan dispute, which bas 
so greatly disturbed the stock markets, has 
id not the slightest effect upon lending and 
iscounting rates. These are, it is true, just 
a trifle higher than a week ‘ago, day-to-day 
money being worth } to } per cent, while 
the discount charge is about 1 per cent all 
round; but the harder tendency is directly 
traceable to the lessening of the Soating 
supplies usual at this period of the year, 
owing to the expansion of the internal 
circulation. This fact accounts for the small 
reduction in the Bank reserve, the gold re- 
ceived from abroad having been rather more 
than absorbed by home requirements. But 












with the stock of coin and bullion still standis 
at over £44,576,000, and with the Prospect of 
farther gold shipments from the United 


States, in payment for the railroad securities 
lately ‘purchased on American account, as 
well as in adjustment of the adverse trade 
balance; there 1s no reason, apart from 
unforeseen contingencies, why monetary rates 
should not shrink to the old level again after 
the turn of the year, and remain at it unless 
and until the trade clemand for accommodation 
appreciably increases. 

‘The Economist's first leading article deals 
with “The President's Message,” and it 
considers the situation grave, but not. ax 
giving excuse for a panic. ‘The following 
is the conclusion of the article : 

We do not see that anything is gained by 
discussing, as our contemporaries «lo, the 
effect of President. Cleveland’s action ‘upon 
pry politics in the United States. A 
for ‘popularity influences all Governments 
which are dependent upon the mass vote, and 
there is no satisfaction in being told that the 
mass vote is so hostile to Great Britain that 
all parties are trying to outstrip one another 
ina race of Jingoism.

‘The American people 
always supports its Government upon external 
question and we seo no evidence that it is 
penetrated by Jingo sentiments, that it desires 
to obtain such a ‘white elephant as an unwil 
ing Canada would be, or that it woull accept, 
much less fight for, the West Indies and the 
addition they would make to the coloured 

mulation. "We prefer to believe that the 

ernment of the United States, behind 
which we cannot go, with its usual disregard 
of diplomatic forms, has said a little more 
than it means, that it is vexed hy the refuval 
of its proposal of arbitration, and that its 
governing idea is rather to. compel us to 
arbitrate than to make itself sole and un- 
‘controlled arhiter of America. It cannot really 
care about Venezuela, a Spanish State in- 
‘cessantly disturbed by revolution, and cannot 
desire war even with Great Britain, which 
has much to lose in America, merely for tho 
sake of war. We continue to hope, therefore, 
that it will ina short time recover its usual 
suavity of temper, and allow diplomacy 
arrange a dispute which during every day 
lasts can only do mischief to the prosperity 
of the world. ‘The trained. diplomatists are 
not in the highest credit just now, owing to 
their failure to secure order in Turkey, 
but they are better able than untrained 
rulers to avoid giving the peace of the world 
such shocks as President, Cleveland's Message 
has undeniably infcted, “That Meseage Is 
written like the despatches which precede a 
war, but we must not forget that it isaddressed 
not to the world or to the English people, 
Lut to the population of the United States. 

The next article is on The Command 
of the Sea,” in reference to.an address hy 
Mr. Spensor Wilkinson, and the Hconomist 
emphasises the contention that “the eno 
mous power and infiuence possessed by the 
State which has the command of the sea 
carties with it a correspondingly great 
responsibility. . .

If we use the conunand 
of. the sea oppressively, unjustly, and 
selfishly, depend upon it that the time 
will come when some injured Power, or 
combination of Powers, will take from us 
the sceptre of the seas, and leave us in 
that position of defenceless impotence 
which must be the position of a State 
surrounded by an element controlied by, 
and in the hands of, a foreign and possibly 
hostile Power.” 

The Suturday Review is very wroth with 
the Press for its “‘obsequious flattery of 
the Americans and servile fear of war.” 
It devotes a large. part of its Chronicle 
and two leading articles to the President's 
Message. Now that the excitement has 
cooled down, the Saturday's anger only 
amuses. There is an appreciative article 
on “A Salvation Shelter by Day,” and an 






























































interesting one on ‘Cairo Old and New.” 
‘The following note appears in the Chro- 
nicle :-— 

‘We hope Mr. Chamberlain is keeping an 
eye on what is going on in Berlin, where the 
spokesmen of the advanced Colonial policy 
are hinting at another German advance ix 
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South Africa. Even the Kreuz Zeitung should 
Know that the present situation in the Trans- 
vaal is only tolerated because Oom Paul and 
his friends are hemmed in, and must yield 
sooner or later. The St. Lucia Bay incident 
in 1884 should not be forgotten in Berlin, nor 
the formal declaration of June, 1885, by which 
the German Government pledged itself aot to 
make any annexations in East Africa south of 
Delagea Bay. England now olds the field 
right up to Delagos Bay, and if Portugal parts 
vith any of her terz.tory in, that neighbour 
hood, Germany will certainly not be her 
successor, 

The Spectator, of course, gives a good 
deal of its space to the President’s Message, 
and regrets very much that the first effect of 
it is to strengthen the hands of those who 
ndvise toleration of the Armenian massacres, 
Tt says 

‘This is the advice persistently pressed from 
Germany, and it is not without aeceptance in 
our own country. There is consequently no 
improvement in the reports. ‘The Mussulman 
ivregulars and roughs instigated from the 
Palace, having secured all the plunder they 
can, and having, according to the United 
States Minister at Constantinople, murdered 
thirty thousand Armenians, are now turning 
their attention to conversions. They. offer 
the old alternatives of conversion or death, 
and it, is said the lower Armenians, despair- 
ing of help, are accepting Islam by whole 
villages at once. We quote elsewhere some 
instance of this process, which is going on for 
‘the second time, it being, we believe, histori- 
cally certain that some of the “Kurdish” 
clans in the Armenian counties were once 
Christians converted in the rush of the 
original conquest. ‘The idea at the Palace is 
that‘f there are no Christians left in Armenia, 
‘there can be no Armenian Question, and it 
seems probable, unless England or’ Russia 
intervene by force, that the idea will be 
carried out, 

In _its first leading article it that 
“to Englishmen war with America is civil 
war, a war which unless driven to it by 
direct menaces to their own territory, they 
will never commence. Still, British Guiana 
up to the Schomburgk line is their own 
territory.”

A BANDIT KAID, 


A. telegram from Chiningechou, a mission 
station 130 wiles south-east’ of here, 
brought us the news a week ago of a raid 
by @ band of robbers on the premises of | 
the Amerian Presbyterian Mission. A | 
special courier came in the day before 
yesterday bringing us the particulars of the 
affair from Dr. Van Schoick, It appears 
that on the 8th of January about 6 p.m., 
a band of brigands, said to be twenty-four 
in number, rushed into the mi-sion pre- 
mises, firing off guns and smashing glass 
windows on their way. Catching sight of 
the Rev. Rufus H. Bent they chased him 
into his own room, broke in the door and 
shot him in the thigh, fortunately inflict- 
ing only a flesh wound, and cut him about 
the head. Mr. Bent’ finally made his 
escape and fled to the premises of the 
Baptist Mission in a different part of the 
city. After rifling Mr. Bent’s room, the | 
robbers betook themselves to’ Mr. Laugh. | 
lin's house near hy and broke open the! 
mission safe, robbing it of its contents, | 
Fortunately the safe contained less than 

















after the robbers left, the Chou official and 


others arrived on the scene. The ‘home 
guard” which was not far off during the 
row did not dare to appear while the 
robbers were at their work, 

‘The hunt for the bandits has been prose- 
cuted vigorously, and at last accounts five 
iad been captured, three alive and two 


! dead. killed during the capture. 


Altogether we feel that our Chining 
frien-ts got off very well, consideringt the 
character of the bands of desperate men 
which infest the prefecture of Tsavchoufu, 
not far from Chiningchou. After the 
receipt of the first intelligence a week ago, 
we felt extremely anxious about the safety 
of the Chining people until further news 
came.

The free- 
booting characteristics of the Kurds were 
well illustrated by several instances that 
came under the personal observation of 
the lecturer, which she was enabled to 
uive in detail to the Grand Vizier on her 
arrival in Constantin»ple, and to learn 
afterwards that her report had been most 
beneficial in helping to ameliorate the 
condition of the Nestorians and Armenians, 
in the valleys she passed through. The 
Kurds appear to have many of the ways 
and habits of the old moss-troopers who 
harried the borders in former days. While 
owe could not help thinking that the 
Armenians must be much like their cousins- 
german—the Polish Jews, both of whom 
reap from Kurd and Russian where they 
have not sown, and are hatel in con- 
sequence.

‘Phe trial, or preliminary examination as 
it is termed, took place with closed doors 
and we are cousequently debarred from 
forming an_oyinion as to the character of 
the proceedings. We have, however, th- 
judgment, and the judgment is a precious 
if not a unique document. 
THE CADINET AND THE MICRA CASE. 

What is to be suid for such a decision ? 
Is it consistent with the view that the 
‘Tokio Cabinet was sincere in professing t 
desire to sift the complicity of its servants 
and subjects in the tragedy at Seoul to the 
bottom? There may be sone who will be 
able to think so, I cannot. Had the 
government been in earnest in the matter, 
had there been any honest intention to get 
at the twth and make the offenders, 
whether peers or commoners, vflicers or 
civilinns, answer for their culpability, the 
scope of the country’s Penal Code afforded 
ample room for a charge that could not 
have failed tobe proven. ‘If Judge Yo- 
shioka Yoshihide knows not that he has 
himself adjudged Viscount Miura to be 
guilty of erimrs mentioned in the Penal 
Code of Japan, it is high time he 
was enlightened. Yet he calmly dis- 
mnissve the ex-Minister and says there is 
not sufficient evidence to establish the 
man’s guilt. ‘There is nv denying that 
there ix round for the view taken by the 
Japan Herald, That jouraal says: The 
only assured aspect connected with the 
empty and abortive judicial enquiry is that 
the whole affair has simply been’ a mere 
make-believe from beginning to end, in- 
tended to throw dust in the eyes of the 
foreigners.” 

GIGANTIC ROBUENY AT YOKOHAMA. 

Sucit was the headline of a note in one 
of the papers of « late date. A Chinaman 
named Ching Yo-ting, who has long been 
compradore in the Yokohama house of 
Mesiis. Findlay, Richardson & Co., was 
arrested on Sunday, the 19th of January, for 
defaleations amounting to about $70,000. 
‘The arrest created quite a stir, the accused 
being a man of considerable property. The 
money is said to have been appropriated 
in this way. ‘The compradore ascertained 
firet the minimum 6gure the firm was will- 
ing to accept for its goods, and then sold 
them to Japanese at the highest price 
obtainable on the market, pocketing the 
differonce himself. ‘The system is a simple 
one, it must be said, and one wonders 
whether other guileless compradores are 

roceeding on similarly unsophisticated 
ines. Fortunately for the firm mentioned 
they happened to hold the compradore's 
proper'y in their name (he transferred it 
ptivr to the recent war and it had nt been 
re-transferted), and this doubtiess enabled 
them to bsing’him to reason, Anyway he 
was glad to compromise the matter and the 
prosecution was quashed upon payment of 
$25,000. 
FATAL FIRE IN KODE HAKBOCR. 

It is but a very short time since the 
N.Y. K. steamer Sakata Marn ran 
& narrow escape from destruction by 
fre. To-day the Tewhin Marn (formerly 

reester) has been in similar 
danger. Unfortunately there has been 
serious loss of life in the latter case, threa 
Japanese having been killed this afternoon 
through venturing into the burning hold 
in defiance of orders, and others being 
missing. The Tenshin was loading planks 
and other wood for Formosa. She is till 
iw the transport service and had on board 
in the 'twoen decks a large quantity of 
fodder, sufficient—Captain Tibbals told me 
this afterncon—for 100 horses for 30 days. 
‘This was all stowed in the main hold close 
to the vessel’s side. At 6 am. today 
the boatswain reported that there was 
fire in the main hold. When the hatches 






































were opened it was seen to be serious. 
‘The ship's pumps were at once got to 
work and help was called for, the 
Russian ships being the first to. send 
a sistance. Russian naval men rendered 
immense service throughvut, even going 
to the length of moving the Vsaduik aud 
Gaydrmak (torpedo destroyers) close 
alongside the burning steamer when it 
became apparent that the fire could not 
be extinguished by the appliances along- 
side and on board. At 8.30 this morn- 
ing there were ten or twelve streams 
of water being poured into the hold, 
but this had little effect, for the tre 
grew worse later. At noon an attempt 
was made by Captain Forbes (Superin- 
tendent Captain of the N.Y.K.), the captain 
of the steamer, and vthers, including 
several Russian men-of-war’s men, to fight 
the fire in the hold at close quarters but 
they were compelled to retire. Several 
were quite unconscious and in a dangerous 
condition, when brought upon deck. An 
hour or so later the boatswain disregarded 
orders and ventured down—going down 
No. 3 hatch, mstead of No. 4, where the 
first attempt was made—but the poor fellow 
never came up again, nor did two or three 
others who followed him. Of the band 
that rushed after him in wild indifference to 
the warningsof foreiguersstauding by several 
were rescued aud, (thanks to the opportune 
presence of Dr. Moore-Graham,) resusci- 
tated. One man proved to be tov far gone, 
however, aud was laid out a corpse on the 
poop, and it is said anvther succumbed 
forward. There is no doubt that three 
or more men lost their lives. Before 
darkness set in sutticient water had been 
pumped in to flood the after part of the 
ship and her keel was resting on the mud. 
Smoke was still rising from the hold but 
the fire was practically extinguished. But. 
for the fact that the steamer has iron decks 
the probsbility is sho would have boen 
burnt to the water's edge.

THE MISSIONANIES. 


‘The new year has come and gone, making 
no impression upon us here to whom, 
among the Chinese, it is as any other day. 
All the missionaries are at their respective 
posts since the declaration of peace per- 
mitted them to go to the interior. They 
were welcomed back everywhere with 
friendliness, in some cases with enthusiasm. 
‘Their presence was a certain proof to buth 
farmers and soldiers that peace was indeed 
a reality, In some places they have been 
welcomed by the officials as they never 
were before. Since entering the country 
they traversed most of the province from 
Shanhaikuan to the Sungari visiting their 
stations, baptising la-ge numbers who were 
applicants for baptism a year ago and 
receiving the names of mauy more who 
are applying for entrance into the church 
|now. Their chief difticulty in receiving 

people into the churcl is co prevent sucl 
entering as sevk the covering protection of 
the foreigner from the power and the 
exactions of the natives in authority over 
them. Long experience has enabied some 
of them to know these at first sight aud 
they give a quiet but firm enougu hint 
that the time for entering the churc 
not yet. In some places a few of the sort 
do manage to creep in and they give the 
church at times not a litle trouble before 
they can be got out again. 

THE CKOPS. 

At the end of autumn a magnificent crop 
was reported from all regions. As time 
has gone by the report has not proved 
thoroughly justified. In some places— 
among the mountains especially—tie crops 
are enormous ; but on the plam there was 
damage by fluod which reduced con- 
































siderably the amount of grain which 
sanguine hope had promised. As vur 
winter was singularly late in coming on 
the great grain waggons have even now 
barely imede an. appearance, Usually in 
the beginning of December the roads are 
crowded with creaking waggons. This year 
there are still few « wonth later. Grain is 
above thie averaye price which is certainly 
not a good sign. I regret to say that 
many of the soldiers who dared not face 
the Japs are making travelling very uncom- 
fortuble for single waggons. Hach waggon 
is drawn by from five to nine horses and 
mules. When these go singly or in twos 
or threes they are pounced upon by a band 
of armed men who take possession of the 
best horses snd mules und of any easily 
movable thing of value in the waggon or 
on the person. Our Governor-General is 
going to Foochow as Tartar General there, 
and the Tartar General of ‘Isitsihar, who 
figured in the war, is set over our thgee 
provinces. Possibly when he is firmly 
seated, he will take effectual measures to 
put down petty brigandage before it 
assumes serious proportions.

NEWCHWANG. 


We hear from this port that Messrs, Hosie 
and Quayle were expected to reach Kirin 
on the 1th ult. Mr. Hosie had written 
from Kuangehéngtze that all was going 
well with them so far. Mr. Robertson, a 
missionary in the Sungari districts, reports 
that parties of Russians had been visiting 
Ashehar, Shuanchéngpu, and-other places 
in the province of Tsitsihur, Others had 
visited Kirin, and on the 8th uit. another 
arty arrived at Moukdev. ‘The threo 
fanchurian provinces, ‘Tsitsihar, Kirin, 
and Féngtien, are thus being surveyed, 
and it is asked how long it will be before 
Manchuria is annexed by Russia, Natives 
rep rted that all the forts and guns had 
been removed or destroyed at Port Arthur 
and Talienhuan, but the docks have not 
been interfored with. Four R 

of-war were at Twlienbuan. 
at Newchwang was very mild, and the ico 
thin ; there was more than a milo of open 
water opposite the settlement at New- 
chwang, and it was prophesied that the 
port would open early.

to England. We hope such friendliness 
tay be long continued so that we may 
presecute our work under such favourable 
circumstances.

TEMPERANCE. 

The annual meeting of the Tientsin 
Temperance Society was held on Monday 
evening, 22nd January. There was a good 
attendance of the members, and some 
visitors who are interested in’ the work of 
the Society were also present, and ex- 
pressed their appreciation and approval of 
the work done. ‘The reports showed that 
meetings—temperance and evangalistic— 
had been maintained at the hall during the 
greater part of the year. During the very 
hot weather of the summer, and when the 
gunboats were absent, the’ meetings wero 
temporarily allowed to lapse. ‘There has 
generally been a fair attendence at these 
meetings, and it speaks well for the work 
done, that during the past 12 or 14 months 
over 80 men signed the pledge, and up to 
date the Secretary's report stated that 
about seven-tenths of the number had 
remained steadfast. Quite a large propor- 
tion of these men—20 in one yessel— 
gave good evidence of being converted. 
Others had been added to this number 
since the earlier vessels left the port. 
Some improvements have been made in 
the Hall, besides the necessary repairs. 
Especially noticexble, and apprecinted by 
the seanien, were changes in the eating 
department. Simple but substantial meals 
can be obtained, as well as lighter food, 
with tea and coffee. This, with beds and 
billiard table returns, as the Treasurer's 
report showed, hus, together with subscrip- 
tions of friends and member's fees, preduced 
a small excess over expenditure. 

‘What the Society has principally to com- 
plain of is the misbehaviour of men who 
are made drunk at the different places at 
which vile liquor is sold in the French 
settlement, and on Chinese territory, and 
then turned out to spend the night where- 
ver they can, Frequently they go to the 
‘Temperance Hall late in the night and 
create a disturbance, and it is not easy for 
the China boys, even with the help of two 
or three sober men who may be sleeping 
there, to prevent trouble and damage ty 
Property. ‘Tho gates and doors generally 
suffer, if nothing else ; for the rule is that 
doors’ shall be closed and lights out shortly 
after 10.30, ‘The great need is for a revenue 
suflicieut to keep an efticiont foreigner in 
charge, who has tact in managing men. 
It is the hope of the Society to be able to 
secure such a management. The best 
efforts of a Committee, with only Chinese 
in charge, cannot be made wholly satis- 
factory. ‘The Society and friends felt much 
encouraged by the results of the last year's 


work. 








‘THE WEATHER. 
We have been having some pleasant days 
latterly, for which all are very thankful. It 
is also a trifle colder than it was. ‘There 
appears to be very little news afloat. All 
quiet among the Chinese, ‘They are 
Deginning to talk about, and plan for the 
New Year.

‘The annual meeting of the shareholders 
in the Hongkong Land Investment and 
Agency Co., Ld., held on the 23rd inst., 
wae fairly attended and the proceedings 
were less formal than usual, several inter- 
rogations concerning the way the funds of 
the Company are invested and the interest 

ined being put. The return of interest 
has appeared to some shareholders rather 
Jow on the capital and enqui elicited the 
importantfacts that many of the new invest- 
mente were made only recently and con- 
sequently their returns were for only the 
last few months of the year, and that all 
the mortgages are well covered. Mr. 
Shewan, when seconding the adoption of 
the report, criticised the critics, styled the 
Land shares the consols of Hongkong, and 
wondered whether it would be possible to 
get them put on thelist «f the securities in 
which trust money might be placed. The 
Chairman promised that the suggestion 
should receive the attention of the directors. 
Seeing that mortgages are very difficult to 
obtain at present and that the rate of 
interest has declined to 6 and 6$ per cent 
for large sums, I think the proposal worth 
serivus consideration. The Land shares 
have paid a uniform dividend of 8 per cent 
on capital, which is about 6 per cent on 
the present price of the stock, a good rate 
of interest when the easily realisable nature 
of the security is considered, while it is 
just as safe as a first mortgage on landed 
Property.

$164,064 at credit of profit and loss ac- 
count. From this it is proposed ' pay a 
dividend for the half-year of Sh pee cent, 
absorbing $104,000, t» write $45,000 off 
value of steamers, and to carry the balance 
of $5,643 to new account. This result of 
the working shows an improvement on that 
of the corresponding half-year of 1894 of 
about $33,000. ‘The fleet lias been kept in 
thorough repair and the properties 
mortgaged to the company re-valued and 
found to be good security for the sums 
advanced. 

THE CHINESE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

Last week, on the 17th inst., the new 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce was opened, 
few Europeans having heard previously 
that the event was likely to come off. The 
function has given rise to a good deal 
of mild indignation and certainly consti- 
tutes something like a scandal. Neither 
the Governor nor any other colonial official 
was invited, but instead the mandarin from 
Kowloon City and two or three subordinate 
officials from Canton were brought here to 
perform the opening ceremonies, which 
included the installation of the Chinese 
God cf War in the building. The Dragon 
flag waved aloft over the building on the 
‘occasion, and the presence of the British on 
the island appears to have been absolutely 





























ignored. Dr. Ho Kaiand Mr. Wei Yuk, the 
twoprincipal Chinese residents whoproclaiin 
their British birth and wationality, have 
written to the pspers strongly disclaiming 
all participation in the ceremony, which 
they discountensnced from the first. ‘The 
incident is a striking commentary on the 
difficulty there exists in Hongkong of in 
the smallest degree Anglicising the Chine+e, 
who will learn English in the schools, but 
retain their dress, their habits, their pre- 
judices, and their dislike to Westerns all 
the same. The so-called Chamber of Com- 
merce will be one more guild, and_will 
probably do more harm than good. It is 
certainly an inauspicious start for the in- 
stitution and will necessarily cause it to be 
viewed with suspicion by the government. 
CHINESE VIOLATIONS OF HONGKONG WATERS. 

‘The frequent interferences with Chinese 
craft in the waters of this colovy have for 
years formed a well-founded gt 
The Haikuan’s cruisers are the principal, 
but they are not the only, offenders 
repect. The latest case of the kind occurred 
on the 19th inst. when a fishing junk 
Ticeused in Hongkong was stopped by a 
launch belonging to the Salt Commissioner 
of Kuangtung close to One Tree Island, 
on the south coast of Hongkong. The 
junk, which is of about 720 piculs expacity, 

iad on board about 25 piculs of salt, and 
the master was informed that unless he 
paid up a lump sum the junk would be 
arrested and confiscated. ‘The junk master 
was unable to comply with the squeeze, and 
the vessel was accordingly towed to Canton. 
News of this illegal seizure in British waters 
reaches! the Harbour Office here on the 21st 
inst., and I suppose representations have 
since been made through the Consul at 
Canton protesting against this violation of 
the waters of the Colony. The incident 
ought to be another reason for the exten- 
sion of our boundaries s» as to shut out 
these intruding steam-launches and cause 
the removal of the Customs Stations at all 
the approaches to the harbour to at least 
such a distance as will render outrages of 
this kind very rare indeed. 

NAVAL NEWS. 

The movements among the men-of-war 
have been few during the week. The new 
cruiser Narcissus arrived here from Eng- 
land on Wednesday evening, the 22nd inst. 
Sho isa fine vessel, built on the lines of 
the Undaunted, and would be scarcely dis- 
tinguishable from her were she not painted 
black, in which she was allowed to remain 
until arrival here. The cruiser Immorta- 
lité, which is on her way out, is expected 
here on the 2nd or 3rd prox. “Both vessels 
ave to be painted white and fitted up here.

The control over the Shantung 
portion was taken away from him and 
given to the Governor of Shantung a few 
years ago, partly owing to mismanagement 
amongst certain predeo-ssors of the pre- 
sent Director-General, Hsii Chen-yi, now 
Governor-designate of Kuangtung, partly 
owing to the distance between his head- 
quarters in Honan and the river in Shan- 
tung, and partly on economical grounds, 
the expense of the semi-annual journey 
between the two points being thereby 
saved and the outlay for a second yamén 
in Shantung obviated.—Traustator.

Imagine then our feelings 
to hear, while granting certain audiences, 
from the lips of uncouth and coarse men 
who have no senso of refinement and 
self-restraint nor discrimination, words and 
sentiments calculated to lessen our filial 
ates «nd respect for Her Imperial 
Majesty. We mean the two ‘Vico Py i 
dents Wang Ming-luan and Ch‘ang Lin, 
Last year these two men frequently used 
vilifying words with sinister intent to 
cause a breach between the Empress- 
Dowager and ourself. If we had followed 
our impulse of the moment we should 
have then and there cashiered these two 
men and commanded an investigation 
into their conduct on the spot, But the 
country was just then passing through 
a crisis of vital moment to tho nation 
(anticipated advance of the Japanese forces 
against Peking.—Trranslator)in consequence 
of which we had to restrain our anger, the 
more especially, as the Empress-Dowager 
being then ill and worn out by anxious fears 
(for safety of the dynasty) might upon learn- 
ing the facts suffer still more to the great 
danger of the Imperial health. The time, 
however, has now come when we consider 
it advisable to make our wishes clearly 
known to the whole world, with the intent 
that our Ministers and servants may learn 
discrimination in the exercise of their 
tongues and avoid the danger of traducing 
B.LM. the Empress-Dowager in our pre- 
sence. We therefore hereby cashier forth- 
with the delinquent Ministers, Wang Ming- 
luan, Chinese Junior Vice-President of the 
Board of Civil Appointments, and Ch‘ang 
Lin, Manchu Junior Vice-President of the 
Board of Revenue, and they are also to be 
dismissed for ever from the public service. 
And be it further known to all that this 
is only what we consider a slight punish- 
ment in relation to the enormity of the 
offence and we would also enjoin upon ovr 
Court and our Ministers, high and low, that 
if in the future any one dares again to use 
specious words in order to try to influence 
us in our duty to Her Imperial Majesty, 
we will not fail to visit condign and 
extreme punishment upon the delinguents, 
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You, our Ministers, should know that the 
basis of all good conduct is filial piety and 
loyalty, and that we have always endea- 
voured'to govern our Empire on these lines. 
It is our sincere desire that every o1 
should take to heart the apothegm just 
given above. 
THE POPPY CROP IN KANSU. 

‘Yang Ch'ang-chiin, degraded but retain- 
ed in office xs Viceroy of the Shen-Kan 
provinces, reports in a posteript memorial 
that he has received petitions frem the 
Provineial Treasurer of Kansu to the effect 
that owing to the Mahommedan rebellion 
in the sub-prefectures' and districts of 
Hoiinhua, Hochou, and Haicheng, asto the 
poppy crop for the extraction of opium in 
those districts and the adjoining ones, in 
fact, wherev-r the foot of the Mussulman 
rebel reached, the cultivators of the rug 
wero one and all unable to gather in the 
results of their plantations owing to mas- 
sacres, flight, ete. The districts and sub- 
prefectures that suffered in this way number 
twenty-two in all ; but as no harvest was 
gathered nor can’ the majority of the 
Cultivators be at present found, it naturally 
follows that the tax collectors have not 
been able to collect a single cash for the 
"Troasury this year, ‘The excise on poppy 
cultivation is one mace (thirteen dollar 
cents) per mw in the valleys and plains 
and six eandareens (about eight cents and 
achalf) fer ench mow of hillland. In view 
of the above state of affairs and the py 
sent unsettled condition of the country, 
memorialist would therefor recommend 
that the prayer of both the Treasurer and 
Tudge of the province to absolve the people 
from paying their poppy taxes this year 
be granted as a special act of grace. 
—Reseript: Granted.

Hykes, Dr. Schrameier, for Senior Consul, 
Mr. Scott, H.B.M. Vice-Consul, and Messrs, 
Mayne and Dallas. 

‘ne ‘Taotai inspected both hanks of the 
Soochow Creek and agreed to ratify the bund 
lines subject to certain small modifications 
being made.

Ditch in Bubbling Well Road.—The fol- 

lowing letter is ordered to be published :— 
Shanghai, 20th January, 1896. 

Sim—WVe, the undersigned, have the 
honour of writing to draw the attention of 
the Municipal Council to the continuously 
dang-rous state of the thlal ditch between 
the lubbling Well Road and the Race Course 
and to request the Council to take immediate 
steps to have the danger removed by filling 
in this ditch and constructing a proper 
drainage service in the place of it. 

We are well aware of, and fully appreciate 
the efforts of the Stewards of the Race Club 
to keep the ditch as clean as possible, but 
their efforts will continue fruitless as long as 
Chinese are allowed to use it for all and 
every purpose—domestic, sanitary, and other- 
wise—as long as the drainage from some of 
the houses opposite to it is allowed to run 
into it, and last and worst of all as loog as 
the Defence Creek is (especially on either 
side of the Loongfei bridge), allowed to be 
kept in the disgraceful condition it now is. 
One has only to etand at any time on the 
bridge and look at the Creek to see the 
accumulation of refuse in, and on either side 
of it, 

It is sometimes days before the tide is high 
enough to flood the ditch and it is then that 
the stagnant filth with which it is then full 

its most obuoxious effiuvia which not only 
ndanger the health of the tenants of houses 
the vicinity but are most objectionable 
and dangerous to people walking and riding 
along the road past it. 

In conclusion we would remind the Council 
that the present cold weather is the time for 
the work to be done.

SHANGHAI LITERARY AND 
DEBATL SOCIETY. 

The annual meeting of the Shanghai 
Literary and Debating Society was held on 
Tuesday evening in the Municipal Board 
Room. There was a numerous attendance. 
|_ Mr. George Jamieson, who presided, said 
| he must apologise for the late period at which 
the meeting had been called. It ought to 
have been last year. ‘Things, however, had 
at last been got in order, and they sub- 
mitted the report and accounts for last 
year. He would ask the meeting to accept 
and pass them, and then they could con- 
sider what the Society was to do in the 
future. The past year had been dis- 
couraging to them” as committee-men. 
‘The Society for some years had not been in 
the flourishing condition intellectually that 
it ought to have been. Financially it was 
not so. When the Society gave a smoking 
concert there was always a bomper house, 
but at a debate the attendance generally 
amounted to half-a-dozeuor so. Mr. Morri- 
son had taken the trouble to prepare a 
lecture on an interesting subject, and one 
with which he was intimately acquainted, 
“The Atlantic Cable” Tt was ve 
teresting and had been held at the 
Hall. He had been very happy to see such 
a large attendance, but he had noticed 
that it had consisted chiefly of a full 
force of juveniles from the Astor House. 
(Laughter.) They would observe that, in 
the report there was a suggestion to bring 
the Society to an end, or at least substitute 
it by something else. This was not with a 
desire to see the Society disappear, but 
rather to formulate some scheme by which 
men could be brought more together, and 
especially the younger men. He was in 
hopes that they would elect a committee 
and make a success of the Society. (Ap- 
plause,) 

The Chairman then proposed :— 

That the report and accounts be passed. 

Mr. J. P. Donovan seconded, and the 
proposition was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Addis said it gave him quite a shock 
on readiug the Committee's report in. the 
newspapers to learn how near an old friend 
was to his decease. He knew that the 
Society had been sickly for a considerable 
time but there was no reason to suppose that 
the disease was mortal, and to hint at inter- 
ment seemed to him very much like talk- 
ing of premature burial. “If he were asked 
to prescribe he would sucgest a little light. 
nourishment to begin with, any a Shakes: 
pearean evening, and a . 
cussion, of course in private, on some 
popular book by way of a tonic. An 
occasional lecture might be sandwiched 
between, always taking care that the 

atient was not bored, And first and 
foremost he would order him to eschew 
beer and tobacco, It was not only that the 
patient was not strong enough’ to digest 
them at present but the fact was, they were 
objectionable to some of his best friends 
and what the patient required above all 
things was suitable and congenial society.

But it had fifteen years of long and 
honourable work behind ‘it, and the work 
before it was greater than ever. It would be 
a thousand pities if, with the inereasing 
noeds of the Settlement, a Society which in 
its way had rendered good service to the 
culture of the place should be allowed to 
lapse for want ofa little support. He did 
not wish to exaggerate the value of these 
ices, but he thought he justified in 
saying that they were unique of their kind, 
that the communi would be the poorer 
without them, and that there was no other 
Society which could fill the void. He urged 
the members not to be too sure that the pre- 
sent relapse might not be merely the recoil 
preparatory to a new spring into public 
favour. In any case let them act on that 
belief and give it a fiir trial, He begged 
to propose that the following gentlemen be 
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elected as the incoming committee:—Messrs. 
J. L. Scott, H. B. Morse, James Buchanan, 
R.A. Anderson, J. 0. P. Bland, T. Brown, 
Rey. F. L. Hawks Pott, Irwin Turner, W. 
§, Emens, and Charles Mayne. 

M. T. Brown said that with regard to 
Mr. Addis’ remarks about beer and tobacco, 
they had been the very life of the Society. 
If they abolished beer and tobacco he must 
take his name off the list of members. He 
did not smoke, but he liked to see other 
people enjoying themselves, 

‘Mr. Bland said there were evidently two 
opinions in the Society at present, one held 
by the majority that smoking concerts 
should be continued and the other held by 
the minority that it should be a purely 
literary Society, and he would therefore 
suggest that the Literary and Debating 
Society should continue tnder the present 
name and that those who felt that smoking 
concerts were a need should form another 
Society under azdifferent name and that 
the funds at present in the sion 
of the Literary and Debating Society 
should be either divided between the 
two or given to some local charity. 

‘Mr, W. Bright said that he saw no neces- 

sity for a change in either the title or the 
‘nature of the entertainments of the Society. 
‘The title had been changed once in order 
that they might inherit a sum of money 
from a similar Society then defunct, but the 
probable result of a further alteration in 
the title or the nature of the work would 
be the hastening of the Society’s death. 
They could not but expect the Society to 
be ina bad way when the Committee had 
done so little for it, ‘The rules said that 
the Annual General Meeting should he 
held “in the first week in June, or as near 
thereto as practicable,” but here they were 
holding that meeting in the February 
following, and by nostretch of legal acumen 
could the “‘as near thereto as practicable” 
be made to cover a period extending from 
the first week in June to the first week in 
the following February, ‘The concerts, both 
with and without the tobacco which had 
been so much railed against, had in the past 
been very successful, so had the lectures 
and debates; and he saw no reason why, 
with such a Committee as had been proposed 
and with the work carried on on the old 
ines, the Committee should not come to 
them by the next Annual General Meeting 
in June with a much better account than 
was now presented. 7 

‘The Rev. F. L. Hawks Pott pointed out 
that the very first page of the rules said 
that the object of the Society should be the 
intellectual improvement of its members. 
‘Ttseemed to him that there must be room in 
Shanghai for a Society of a literary charac- 
ter, and he thought that the new committee, 
if elected, should endeavour to carry out the 
idea of the founders and make it literary 
Society. If certain members fell off tle 
rest would not feel badly. The success 
of a debating society did not depend 
upon getting a bumper house every time. 
Why ‘could they not have meetings of 
the size of the present one once a 
month to discuss some question, book, or 
scientific point? They could meet in some 
member's house or in the Shanghai Club, 
and he wanted, as one of those who had 
been proposed for the Committee, to state 
clearly the idea he would carry out, were 
he elected, viz, to make the Society a 
literary one. He did not advocate having 

yublic meetings, but out of eight let seven 
Eo private. He believed that. though on 
these lines there would be a falling off of 
members there would still be a survival of 
the fittest and that the fittest men of 
Shanghai would be bound together by the 
Society, that, the meetings would be inter- 
esting and, if carried out on these lines 
there would be no necessity for the burial 
of the Society. (Applause) 

‘Mr. Drummond Hay said that some years 
ago the Society was run on the Jines last 
suggested, but was not generally successful. 
‘The entertainment principle was 2 success, 
but the variety had fallen off until nothing 








but smoking concerts were given. In pur- 
suing the entertainment principle they were 
likely to entrench on the A.D.C., etc., aud 
if they confined themselves strictly to the 
literary branch they were just as likely to 
entrench on the Asiatic Society (Hear, hear, 
and laughter). He thought 2 judicious 
mixture of the two might ensure succoess. 
ar G. J. Mosse. sid be had much 
pleasure in seconding Mr. Addis’ proposal. 

Mr. R. A. Anderson was in favour of the 
literary and not the entertainment scheme. 

‘Mr. H. B. Morse said he thought that the 
smoking concert part should belong to a 
different Society. He was in favour of; 
entertainment, of the proper sort. He also 
was in favour of private debates. 

Mr. J. P. Donovan said-he had been 
connected with the Society for fifteen 
years, and did not believe in abolishing the 
entertainment part of it altogether. 

‘Dr. Fryer said he had taken a very great 
interest in the Society and was one of the 
firss members. The debates then were 
attended by crowded houses. He con- 
sidered the smoking scheme was a great 
mistake 

‘Mr. Wickham said that before smoking 
was introduced the membership was so low 
that they could not hold a debate, but 
the smoking concerts had brought it up to 
nearly 300. 

Mr. Limby said there were evidently 
two camps in the Society. He presumed 
that the committee Mr. Addis proposed 
would not be bound hand and foot to return 
to the old principles of the Society, as he 
would be very sorry to see Mr. Brown's 
name taken off the list. 

Mr. Addis said his remarks were directed 
to show that beer and tobacco should be 
eschewed asa diet. He had no objection 
to-them as an occasional sedative. 

‘Mr. H.'T, Wade thought that the Society 
hhad departed largely from the lines on 
which it was first started, but he did not 
advocate the separation of entertainment 
and debate by hard and fast lines, because 
the Society would dwindle into mere 








nothingness. 
‘The Chairman then put the proposal to 
the meeting, and it being carried un- 


animously the meeting terminated. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 
‘SEsstox 1895. 

‘The Committeo, in submitting their Report 
to the Members of the Society, regret to say 
that, although the number of Members and the 
state of the Society’s finances continue satis- 
factory, the session itself has not been so 
successful as might be wished, on account of 
the little interest that has been taken in 
lectures and debates. 

‘At the opening of the session a smoking 
concert. was given, which was exceedingly 
well attended, and which proved a decided 
success, but the average attendance at the 
other meetings has been but meagro. 

Under these circumstances it will be sub- 
nited to the General Mecting whether it 
would not be advisable to bring the Society to 
an end. 

During the Session five meetings were held 
—two devoted to debates, two to lectures, 
and one toa smoking coneert—on the follow:

SHANGHAI GOLF CLUB, 

‘The annual general meeting of the Golf 
Club was held at the Shanghai Club on 
‘Thursday. 

‘The Chairman (Mr. Ferrier) in present- 
ing the report and accounts to the meeting, 
said that as they had already been circu- 
lated to the members there would be no 
necessity to read them. After making a 


few remarks, 

Mr. Campbell proposed and Dr. Ward 
Hall seconded :—That the accounts and 
report as presented be passed.” Carried 
unanimously. 

‘The next matter before the meeting was 
the election of a committee for 1896, and 
before submitting the seven names of mem- 
bers willing to serve the Chairman asked if 
any other’ member wished to have his 
name put up.—There being no response, 
Messrs. Ferrier, WadeGard'ner, Arbuthnot, 
McEwen, Clarke, Bridges, and’Tripp, were 
unanimously elected. 

After a lengthened discussion as to the 
incompatibility of the present rales, it 
was proposed by Mr. Bridges and seconded 
by Mr. Addis: “That a sub-committee be 
appointed to draw up new rules and 
regulations and submit same to an extra- 

i general meeting as soon as 

Carried unanimously. 

Messrs. Ferrier, Addis, and Bridges were 
duly elected by the meeting to carry out 
this proposition. 

‘Mr. Holmstrom suggested that the 
committee as soon as possible should try to 
obtain permission from the Council and 
‘Trustees of the Recreation Fund to erect 
mud banks, as bunkers, in places so as not 








to interfere with the general public. 
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‘On a remark being make as to whether 
the links and greens could not be rented, 
Mr. Tripp said that he had already ap- 
proached theauthorities on this question and 
the reply was that it could on noaccount be 
granted. My. Tripp also remarked that the 
new Steeplechase Course had been again al- 
tered and now included all the ground be- 
tween the outside boundary mark and the 
ditch ; that it was intended to take the course 
close ‘to the “Graves” hole, and negotia- 
tions were, he believed, going on for the 
removal of the graves at present in the 
way, and, in consequence, some of the 
greens would again have to be moved. 
‘Mr. Tripp also begged to call the atten- 
tion of members to the necessity of being 
very careful when ‘‘driving” up to the 
third and ninth holes, as ponies were often 
being exercised on the race courses and the 
flight of golf halls being often erratic, to 
abstain from playing until ponies had 
passed, as should a pony be struck it 
might lead to a serious accident and cause 
a great deal of trouble. 

"A vote of thanks to the Hon. Secretary 
for the trouble he had taken in golf 
matters and to the Chairman being passed 
by acclamation, the meeting terminated.

TRINITY CATHEDRAL. 

‘On Wednesday afternoon the annual meet- 
ing of subscribers to Trinity Cathedral was 
held at H.B.M.'s Consulate-Genoral, Mr. 
George Jamieson, Acting Consul-General, 
presiding. Those present included, Messrs. 
E. Jenner Hogg, A. Wright, James L. 
Scott. (Trustees), TL. Bullock, A. P. 
MacEwen, Douglas Jones, W. D. Little, 
E, Davi R. J. Sloan, stp, and C. 8. 
‘Addis. The minutes of last year's meeting 
having been read and confirmed, 

Mr. J. L. Scott said he did not think 
the report called for special mention. Rents 
received were somewhat higher because 
as leases fell in the Trustees had raised 
the rents, and next year there would 
probably be a further increase. Tt was 
necessary to expend about £200 upon 
the organ, which had not been repaired 
since it was put up some thirteen or four 
teen years ago. Endeavours were being 
made’to get Hongkong and Singapore to co- 
operate in getting a man out from home, 
thd if that gould be done something would 
be saved. Hongkong was agreeable, but a 
reply hed not ‘been received. trom Sing- 
apore. ‘The organ here was a valuable one 
and they could not afford to neglect it. 
‘The present Trustees were willing to serve 
again if elected. 

‘The Chairman, in answer to Mr. A. 
P. MacEwen, said during last year fifty- 
three British firms and residents contribut- 
ed towards the cost of the Cathedral, and 
eight other residents. 

‘Mr. Scott said there was perhaps one 
other expense which was always hanging 
over them, but it never came to the front 
very much, and that was that the Cathedral 
on the south side had sunk some inches in 
consequence of the rotting of some of 
the piles upon which it was built, and if it 
went much further it might necessitate the 
taking down of the Cathedral. This had 
been known for a good many years, but he 
thought that when the Trustees had any 
money in hand they ought to put it away 
as a sort of sinking fund. 

Mr. MacEwen stid he noticed that. the 
subscriptions from such a large and wealthy 
community as Shanghai amounted to about 
£300, so he thought there would not be 
much difticulty in getting further subserip- 
tions. 

Mr. Scott said he thought it took them 
about ten years to get the Steeple and 
Ongan Fund. 

Mr. MacEwen said he believed a very 








| large proportion of the congregation would 


like to have a surpliced choir. He had 
discussed the matter with Mr. Crompton, 
who was strongly in favour of it. In 
Shanghai now, with a large number of 
young boys, he thought there should not 
be much difficulty in getting such a choir to- 
gether. Everyone was extremely indebted 
to the ladies of the choir for the kind 
and able manner in which they always gave 
their services, and he did not see why, with 
a surpliced choir, they should not be able 





to join in the services as well. Several 
meinbers of the choir he believed to be in 
favour of the proposition, as well as 
a number of seat holders. 

‘Mr. Scott said though the matter had 
been mentioned it had never been prac- 
tically before the Trustees. Personally he 
thought it a rey good proposal. 

‘Mr. Douglas Jones said he was told that 
there was something in the climate of 
Shanghai which affected the boys’ voices, 
and there were few worth listening to. 

Mr. Scott said they could ask Mr. 
Crompton to find out, 

Mr. E, Jenner Hogg said when the ques- 
tion had come up before some people had 
raised their voices against the choral and 
musical services. He thought it very 
valuable that they should have some 
expression of opinion on the musical 
services, which, in the eyes of some few 
had given offence. He quite agreed that 
the majority would appreciate the develop- 
ment of the musical part of the service. 
He only rose because certain people had 
very strongly opposed the musical develop- 
ment of the service; it went so far that 
there was a sort of compromise for makin, 
the service in the morning less musical 
than the service in the evening. 

‘Mr. Scott said the Trustees would make 
enquiries and see what the feeling was. 

‘ir. MacEwen thought the simpler the 
musical service the better. With re- 
ference to another matter, no doubt those 
present had seen that there was some talk 
of bringing the present Seamen's Church 
from Pogtung to Hongkew, where a piece 
of land had been given by Mr. ‘Thorne, 
and a frontage had also been settled with 
Messrs. Jardino, Matheson & Co. ab a 
certain price, to’ which the firm had said 
they would give a substantial subscription 
on the distinct condition that a clergyman 
be brought out from home to conduct the 
services. He mentioned the matter to 
Mr. Scott to see whether there was a possi- 
bility of getting a certain income from the 
Cathedral Trustees towards the stipend of 
the gentleman who might be appointed 
and he was led to understand that the 
funds of the Cathedral were in such a 
state that it would not be possible to 
provide anything to meet the salary of 
the seamen’s chaplain. But he thought 
there would be no difficulty in getting 
the funds required from the community. 
He knew Captain Newcomb did most 
excellent service among the seamen. here, 
and as the community was increasing 50 
rapidly, particularly in the district of 
Hongkew, he (the speaker) thought it a 
ood opportunity to have a new church. 
Fe felt sure there wore many persons. who 
would join in a scheme for that purpose 
on the distinct understanding that a clergy- 
man should be provided. 

‘Mr. Hogg thought the proposal a most 
excellent one, but he wasnot so sanguine as 
to the ease with which funds could be raised. 
The present prosperity of the Cathedral 
funds was due to the increase in the rents 
received, and he agreed that for such a 
community as Shanghai the income of the 
church itself was small. Tf one could see 
the list of seat holders increased one could 
We more hopeful of the carrying out of 
such a scheme as Mr. MacEwen proposed, 
but there were difficulties in the way. 

The Chairman suggested the election of 
the ‘Trustees, with the addition of two 
gentlemen to assist them in considering the 
points raised. If necessary a general meet- 
ing of the pew renters could be called to 
elicit an expression of opinion, 

Mr. W. D. Little proposed, and Mr. 
Addis seconded, that the retiring Trustees 
de re-elected, with the addition of Messrs. 
G. Jamieson and A. P. MacEwen. This 
was carried unanimously and the business 
concluded. 





REPORT, 
In submitting their statement of accounts 
for 1895 the Trustees have again the pleasure 





to report a substantial reduction of debt 
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during the year. 1894 left off with a debit 
balance of Tis. 1,268.34, but this, after paying 
the balance due on the tubular bells (Tis. 
524.69) stood on the 31st of December, 1895, 
at Tis, 108.00, showing total reduction for 
the year of Tis. 1,599.94. A heavy expense 
will however have to be incurred this year, 
viz., some necessary repairs to the organ,

NEN'TSIN LAND-REN'TERS 
MEETING. 

‘The annual meeting of the Land-renters 
took pace on the 2st of January, under 
the presidency of Consul Brisiow. There 
was a good deal of contentious matter to 
be discussed, but happily the spirits of 
conciliation and forbearance were in the 
air, and in every single case a reasonable 
issue was reached by willing compromise. 
There was a large attendance, the pro- 
ceedings were followed with sustained 
interest, and the various questions were 
debated with an ability and a mutual 
courtesy which left nothing to be desired. 
Present:—th» Rev, Péres Guwilot and 
Bequefort ; Messrs. W. C. C. Anderson, E. 
Cousins, R. A. Cousens, J. M. Dickinson, 
W. H. Forbes, Fisher, Irwin, Lees, Mac- 
kintosh, MeL-tsh, Mordhorst, Montgomery, 
W. A.' Morling, Ritter, Rayner, Baron 
von Seckendorff, Stewart, and Startseff, re- 

resenting in ail some forty voters. Mr. 
Bundius acted as Secretary. 

‘Mr. E. Cousins, the Chairman of the 
outgoing Council, introduced the accounts 
(published elsewhere) which were accepted 
and passed unanimously. Subsequently 
on the motion of Mr. McLeish and Baron 
von Seckendorff a hearty vote of thanks 
to the Councillors of 1899 was carried with 
acclamation. 

‘Mr. E. Cousins, in discussing ways and 
means for 1896, asked the meeting to autho- 
tise the introduction of Sikh police and to 











make xdequate financial provision for this 
step. Tie proposed policy would be tentative 
for the present, and would only aim at 
introducing ten Sikhs, and retaining 
twenty Chinese policemen to supplement 
their efforts. If climatic or other considera- 
tions showed the inexpediency of the new 
departure the Council would be prepared 
to try other mexsures. The propos-d 
measares invelved an additional Tis. 2,800 
in wages »n! clothing and a sum of Tis. 
4,000 for quarters. T meet this the land- 
renters w-re advised to tax the hyhters 
coming to the Bund at the rate of Tis. 13 
per vessel (estimated to give Tis. 1,500 a 
year) and to increase the Bund fees «f the 
Stexiners so that vescels above 1,000 tons 
register pay Tis. 35, (-stimated to give 
Tis. 2,415 more than the present sum). 
‘Mr. Cousins moved and Mr, McLeish 
seconded : 


‘That lighters pay a mooring fee of Tls, 14 
per vessel. 

Mr. Jas. Stewart strongly opposed the 
motion, not so much on the absolute demerit 
of the proposal, as on its inferiority to that 
of increasing the Bund fees paid by the 
steamer companies. Mr. Srewarr and Mr. 
W. H, Forbes who f-llowed him mainvain- 
ed that the incidence of such a tax was 
unfair as long as the rich steamer companies 
got the use of the Bund for market and 
godown purposes at a ridiculously low rent. 
Mr. Forbes maintained that the mooring 
fees paid by the steamers included that of 
the lighters which brought up t! lus 
cargo, just as the Insurance premia paid on 
these steamers covered the risks of their 
lightorage. 

Mr. Forbes proposed as an alternative 
measure : “A committee of seven to report 
within fourteen days on a revised method 
of raising the revenue of the Settlement.” 

Mr. Mackintosh seconded. 

Mr. J. M. Dickinson sympathised with 
both parties, he thought the Lighter Com- 
pany should’ no longer be let off, and thut 
the sceamer companies should pay a much 
enhaveed fee for the use of the Bund as a 
warehouse, Relatively to Shanghai and 
other ports the bund charges were ridicul- 
ously small. 

Mr. Fisher strongly supported the pro- 
pos: to tax the lighters, but thought that 
the whole question of revenue need-d re- 
consideration. Hw could not support so 
drastic a motion as Mr. Forbes’ and 
begged to move an amendment : “That 
the incoming Council be instructed to con- 
siler the entire question of taxation and 
representation.” Mr. Fisher dwelt on the 
grievance of iis firm (L'a Koo) which con- 
tributed many thousand taels per annum 
to the revenue and yet had but one vote 
at this meeting ; it was practically reduced 
to an equality with a man who owned 2b 
mow and contributed Tis 20 or Tis. 30. 
Me. R.A. Cousens s-conded, and after a 
prolonged discussion the amendment was 
carried by 23—13 (on a poll). 

Mr. Fisher then ured the adoption of 
the original motion of Mr. E. Cousins. 
Mr, James Stewart stated that he did not 
object to the fair taxation of the 
but opposed it solely on the ground that 
greater interests were unfairly let off by the 
proposed scheme. Ona poll being taken 
the motion was carried by 22 to 14. 

Mr. R. A. Cousens ~econded by Mr. 
Mordhorst moved: ‘* That fur the current 
year the bund fees be Tie. 30 for steamers 
under 1,000 tons, and Tis. 35 for vessels 
over 1,600 tons.” Mr. E. Cousins said 
there was a steady growth in the size of 
the vessels, and the immediate future 
would probably see them all over 1,000 
tons. 

Mr. J. M. Dickinson drew attention to 
the extension of godowns on the Bund and 
therefore to the danger that the Bund 
might be les used in the future. The 
land-renters should be careful not to ch»rge 
such fees as would drive the cargo into the 
godowns, This was a reason for a very

W. H. Forbes and Stewart 
brought forward alternative proposals but 
withdrew them in view of the whole 
question being considered by the new 
Cou-cil. The resolution was carried. 

Mr. McLeish and Mr. R. A. Cousens 
prop sed— 

That the mooring fees for steamers for the 
current year be calculated at the rate of 
4} dollar‘cents per ton. 

Passed nem. con. 

Mr. Jas. Stewart and Mr. J.M. Dickinson 
proposed— 

‘That the Rental Assessment for the current 
year be 3 per cent. 

Passed nem. con. 

Mr. Jas, Stewart and Mr. Mackintosh 
proposed — 

‘That the Land Tax for the current year be 
Tis. 5 per mom. 

Passed nem. con. 

Mr. E. Cousins and Mr, 
propised— 

That the introduction of Indian constables 
as provided for in the estimates be authorised 
by this meeting. 

‘This was passed after Mr. Mackintosh 
had suggested thut two or more of these 
men might act as mounted night patrols 
for the extra-concrssion. It seemed that 
there might be sone prospect of ane or 
more of the hongs using Sikhs as watch- 
men in the near future. 

Mr. E. Cousins then moved a resolution 
authorising a Joan of Tis. 30,000 at 6 per 
cent, redeemable in 20 years ; the bonds to 
be issued as occasion may require. The 
objects of this loan were : 

(1) The erection of barracks for the Sikhs. 

(2) The improvement and development 
of the Municipal property in the extra- 
concession. 

‘This was seconded by Mr. Stewart and 
carried unanimously. 

On the motion of Messrs. E. Cousins 
and R. A. Consens the estimates for 1896 
were then passed en bloc. 

Mr. E. Cou-ins and Mr. Mackintosh then 
proposed and seconded resolution to ap- 
peach H.B.M's Chargé a’ Affaires in Pekin 
re the amendment of Clause 2 of the 10tl 
Land Regulation, regulating the app int 
ment of the Auditor and the custody of 
archives and accounts. Hitherto the Coun- 
cil has appointed the Auditor, but it is 
thought more expedient that the appoint- 
ment should be in the hands of the Land- 
renters at their annual ing. 

Subject to this amendment being accept 
ed in Peking, Mr. W. H. Forbes was 
unanimously wiected Auditor for 1896. 

Mr. Mordhorst then drew attention to 
the Race Course Road and in a movlerato 
speech referred to the recent accidents 
thereon caused by the steep embankment 
and the presence of the roller. Mr. Mord- 
horst advocated liberal expense on this road 
as being esentially the lung of the Settle- 
ment. H+ was supported by Baron von 
Seckendorf, Mr. J. M. Dickinson and Mr. 
Fisher. 

Mir. Cousins explained that to widen the 
road and make safe embankments would 
necessitate an expense of Tis. 14,000 or Tis. 
15,000 as the land would have to be bought ; 
the Conneil could not see its way to 
reconcile itse’f to this at present. In the 
end Mr. Fisher sugyes'ed that Messrs. 
Mordhurst, Dickinson and the Surveyor be 
appointed a committee to examine the road 
and expend not more than Tis. 1,000 on it, 
On the formal motion of Mr. Mordhorst 
aud Baron von Seckendorf this was put 
and carried without dissent. 

‘A grant of Tis. 200 was voted to the 
Temperance Society of Tientsin on the 
motion of Mr. Startseff an} Baron von 
Seckendorf. These gen'lemen and others 
gave very deserved praise to the ex- 
cellent work done at the Temperance 
Hall in behalf of the biue jackets of 
all nations. ‘The vote was passed with 
acclamation. A grant of Tle, 500 waa

Mr. Cousins then introduced the great 
question of water, and communicated to 
the Landrenters the substance of a scheme 
to supply water from the Peiho on the 
part «fa local company. 

The Chairman in suggesting that the 
gravity of this question was such that it 
Fequired more atten ion ‘han could be given 
to it at the fay-end of a protracted meet- 
jing, stated what wes going on in the ad- 
joining French Concession. After a long 
and keen general discussion Mr. Bristow 
proposed and Mr. McLeish seconded that 
the question of water works be deferred 
ty a special meeting to be called before 
the end of March, This was carried after 
the defeat of an am-ndment to subsitute 
“this day week” for “before the end of 
March.” 

‘There was’ perfect. unanimity on the 
subject of the desirability of water works ; 
the sole objections raised were to precip 
tate haste in adopting the one scheme now 
formulated. 

‘Mr. McLeish then introduced the ques- 
tions of Edication andSettlementextension, 
quoting Sir Nicholas O'Conor’s recent re- 
nuke on the feasibility of the Inter, 
Seconiied by. Mr. R. A. Cousens he moved 
“That the incominy Council be instructed 
(1) to consider the question of Hducation 
(2) to take steps to bring before Sir 
Ginade Macdonald the expediency of ex- 
tending the British Concession. 

This met with universal »pproval and 
was carried with applause. 

The usual complimentary votes elos-d the 
proceedings. 

‘The Councillors for 1896 were then 
elected, The ballot eave the names of 
Messrs, EB, Cousins, W. ©. C. Anderson, 
J. M. Dickinson, Jas. Stewart, aud March.

Formation of the Council. —The Councillors 
clected at the Land Renters’ Meeting on 
23rd January, 1895, constituted themselves 
1s follows

Messrs. Janes Srewant, Ep. Covsixs 
and W, Fisuen. 
5 Conncitlors 

Mr. Janes Wilson having left the Port in 
July, Mr. R. A. Cousens was invited to take 
his place on the Board and to act as Honorary 
‘Treasurer. On Mr. Wilson’s return to Tien- 
tein he begged to be excused from resuming 
his seat on the Council, as he expected to be 
leaving again at the close of the river for the 
winter and he considered that it would be 
better for all concerned that Mr. R.A. 
Cousens should continue to represent the 
votes held by the firm, as the constant chang- 
ing was very unsatisfactory. 

"Air. W. W. Dickinson recigned his position 
as Chairman, and as a member of the Board 
in October on account of his leaving for a 
prolonged period, it therefore became neces- 
sary to elect a’new Chairman, Mr. Ed. 
‘Coasins was unanimously voted to the position 
of Chairman of the Council, and Mz. D. H. 
Mackintosh was invited to join the Board 
in November, and is now a member of the 
Council. 

Auditor:—Mr. E. He} 
on behalf of the Land 
audited the accounts up to 31st December, 
1805, as now ‘preeented. This gentleman 
having resigned, the Council are of opinion 
that in future the sppointment of auditor 
should be in the hands of the Land Renters.

‘Financial:—The continued growsh of the 
trae of the port, notwithstanding the fears 
entertained during the early part of the 
year, that the war would have a detrimental 
effect upon both imports and exports, 
not failed to reflect itself in the still impr

the 


the fact that much of the mooring spac 
British Bund was taken up by foreism y 
boats, sent for the protection of foreigners, 
which undoubtedly caused a loss of revenue 
to the Municipality though it cannot be re- 
retted, as the material safety insured to the 
foreign residents was more than compensated 
for by the presence of such protection. 

Having in view the outlay involved in 
carrying” out the wharf programme, the 
erection of the necessary accommodation for 
the Sikh Police, and the taking in hand with- 
out further delay of the long contemplated 
improvement of the Municipal property in 
the Extra Concession, the Council propose 
recommending the Land-Renters, at the forth- 
coming meeting, to sanction a 6% loan of 
Tis. 30,000, repayable in 20 years—to be 
issued only as occasion may require. 

The total revenue of tie year, 1895, exceeds 
that of 1893 by over 16 per cent, and that of 
1894 by close on i3 per cent, notwithstanding 
the fact that the revenue from the feued land 
in the Extra Concession Lots has been handed 
over as secarity and redemption o Loan ©. 
(Lis. 10,000) raised for the purpose of forming 
& Recreation Ground. 

‘The Bund and Mooring fees are nearly 15% 
per cent greater than in 1893, and over 9 per 
cent than in 1894. It is worthy of note that 
in 1986,428 steamers with an average rogi 
tered tonnage of 810 tons, brought up 346,76: 
tons, and that in 1895’ only 422 with’ an 
averag of 959 tons brought up 404,892, or an 
increase of 58,130 tons. 

‘A remarkable increase has taken place in 
the revenue from Jinricshas, Trolleys, Car- 
ringes, and Hawkers’ fees for the year 1895, 
being '32 per cent more than in the previous 
year. 

‘An increase may be noted in the expendi- 
ture of 19 per cent, this, however, is prin- 
cipally due to the purchase of Oregon timber 
for new wharves, some of which is still in 
hand for use in’ their construction during 
196, which forms part of the continuous 
wharl scheme agreed upon in 1893. ‘The new 
wharves at present constructed have proved 
themselves of a satisfactory character and 
well adapted to the increased shipping. A 
considerable item is also represented by ex- 
penditure on defence, which was. of course, 
an unexpected though necessary outlay, and 
itis unlikely to occur again, at all events for 
some years. The Council n handing in their 
report to the Land-Renters feel satistied that 
everything points to increasing prosperity 

for the financial year 1896. They also note 
that the increased facilities for bringing 
export produce from the interior, which may 
be anticipated on the completion of the new 
Railway, will, no doubt, benefit the local 
trade and reffect itself upon the growth and 
prosperity of the British and other Con- 
cessions.

KIUKIANG LAND-RENTERS 
MEETING. 


Minutes of general annual meeting of 
Iand-renters in tho British concession at 
Kiukiang, held at H.M.’s Consulate on 
the 22nd of January, 1896, Present :—Mr. 
Herbert F. Brady, H.M.’s acting Consul, 
in the chair, Messrs. F. A. Morgan, Com- 
missioner of Customs, “A. Smith, J. 8. 
Rough, J. J. Banbury, C. Wedemeyer, and 
Pére Lefebvre, representing 22 votes. 

The circular convening the meeting 
having been read, the Chairman proposed 
that The minutes of the special meeting 
held on the 4th of November be taken as 
read,” they having been specially circulated 
for ‘the information of the land-renters 
previous to the meeting. The motion being 
seconded by Mr. Smith, the minutes were 
accordingly confirmed and passed. 

‘The report of the out-going Municipal 
Council was then read by the Secretary, 
Mr. Banbury, and the accounts handed 
round for inspection. 





REPORT. 

The Council elected at the special meeting 
of lotholders on the 4th of November, 1893, 
consisted of Messrs. Smith, Wedemeyer and 





Banbury. Previous to that date there was 
no Council, the affairs of the port being cared 
for by Mr. Brady, H.B.M.’s Consul. 


During these two months the following 
work has been undertaken :— 

Trees.—Almost all of the old willow trees 
bordering the Concession roads have been 
taken up and young plane and ash trees 
planted in their’places. 

Police.—Mr, K. A. Allen has been engaged 
as Inspector of Police for a term of two years, 
and has so far given satisfaction. ‘The native 
police force has been reorganised. Several 
Of the old constables have been dismissed, 
and their places filled with more 
men. Considerable improvement 
effected in this department, 

P.0.—The accounts for the L.-P.O. for

resented at this meeting. It 

for some months past there 
 falling-off in receipts, and we 
bbe necessary to reduce expenses, 
ite suggestions as to how 1 
should be done. 

‘Pondl.—According to your instruction the 
Gouneit have proceeded with the filing in of 
the pond, and Lot No. 16 can now be said 
to be almost filled up. The Tis. 500 that 
was appropriated towards this object at the 
former meeting of lotholders proved in- 
adequate, and a cirenlar was sent round 
asking for a further grant of Tis. 600. This 
request was unanimously acceded to. It is 
expected that this sum will be sufficient for 
the purpose. So far about Tis. 900 have 
been expended. 

Finaices.—The Hon, Treasurer’s accounts 
are herewith subjoined, which show a credit 
balance of Tis. 318.39'in the hands of the 
‘Treasurer.

Ts was propose, by Mr. Morgan, second- 
ed by Mr. Rough, that the Report and 
Accounts as presented be passed. Carried 
unanimously. 

The next business to come before the 
meeting was the election of a Council for 
the ensuing year, but before proceeding to 
Ballot the Chairman said that he thought it 
would be well to mention that there might 
be some difficulty in finding a successor to 
Mr. Wedemeyer, whose departure from the 
port he felt sure they all very much re: 
gretted. He, the Chairman, understood 
from Mr. du Jardin that he was not pre 
pared to necept a soat on the Couneil and 
failing him he did not know of anyone who 
would act. Perhaps if it were the general 
wish of the land-renters and he were duly 
elected, Mr. du Jardin might reconsider 
his determination, but he must leave it to 
the meeting to decide what course they 
would adopt under the circumstances. 

‘The hope was expressed by several of 
the land-renters that Mr, du Jardin might 
after all consent to act if he were elected, 
and thereupon the ballot was proceeded 
with, the result being that the following 
gentlemen were declared duly elected, 
namely : 

J.J, Banbury. 22 votes 
A. Smith 
F. du Jardin, 6 yy 

Tt was then proposed by Mr. BradyJand 
seconded by "Mr. ‘Banbury’ that’ the 
Municipal call per lot for the year 1896 
be assessed at Tis. 20. Carried un- 
animously. 

‘Mr. Smith, Chairman of the outgoing 
Council, drew the attention of the meeting 
to the decrease in the monthly receipts of 
the L.P.O. and said that unless some 
improvement took place, he feared it 
would become necessary to re-organise the 
office, as it could not be carried on at a loss 
to the Municipality. Mr. Wedemeyer 
suggested that the present Chinese Post- 
master who was in receipt of high wages, 
might be dismissed and the Inspector 
of Police appointed to on the work 
With the help of an extra coolie who could 
attend to the sale of the stamps. After 
some discussion it was resolved that, the 
matter should be left in the hands of the 
Couneil to decide what had best be done. 

‘The Chairman next proposed the reso- 
lution of which due notice had been given, 
namely: “That the incoming Council be 
authorised to contribute a sum not exceed- 
ing two hundred dollars ($200) out of the 
‘Municipal funds, towards the expenses of

erecting a wall round the land which it is 
proposed to acquire for the purpose of 
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enlarging the present foreign cemetery at 
this port. The special Cemetery Fund, he 
said, was Quite inadequate to meet the 
outlay, and unless the Council gave their 
support it would become necessary to cir- 
culate w list asking for contributions, and 
even that he feared might still have to be 
done in order to guard against a possible 
deficit. The enlargement of the cemetery 
had become absolutely necessary as there 
remained-at present only 3 or 4 vacant plots 
and it was imperative that no time should 
be lost in acquiring the necessary ground. 
The Chairman had already broached the 
subject to the Chinese authorities, whose 
assistance he had asked, and he entertained 
hopes at one time of being in a position to 
inform the meeting that the matter had 
been settled, but he regretted to have 
to state that difficulties had arisen 
and it might be some time before the 
uirchase of the land was aacomplished. 
Wie would use his best efforts, however, to 
bring the matter to a successful issue and 
directly it was concluded he would inform 
them, Mr. Morgan, in seconding the re- 
solution, gave it his warm support and upon 
it being put to the meeting it was carried 
unaninously. Mr. Morgan enquired if if 
was not possible to put a.catetaker in 
charge of the cemetery, as it was not look- 
ed after, he considered, in the way it 
should be. There had been a man in 
charge of it, he believed, in former years 
and the Custems had been authorised to 
contribute a yearly sum of Tis. 15 towards 
the expense of maintenance, but for some 
reason the man had been dismissed and the 
subseription had ceased to be collected. 
He thought something ought to be done to 
improve matters and begged to propose 
that the Municipal Council be authorised 
to contribute a sum of Tls. 20 towards the 
expense for the current year. If that 
were passed he promised that the annual 




















subscription previously paid by the Cas 
toms would be renewed. Mr. Banbury 
supported Mr. Morgan's proposal and said 


that he was of opinion  man-might be got 
to look after the cemetery for about $2 a 
month, if he were provided with a small 
house ‘to live in.  Pére Lefebvre also 
spoke in favour of the motion and agreed 

a caretaker might readily be obtained 
for the wages mentioned. ‘The Chairman 
said that for many years a watchman had 
been employed ; he could not say why he 
hnd been dismissed except it was that there 
were no funds in the hands of the Trustee 
to pay him his wages. ‘The Cemetery Fund 
had met with but scant support in'former 
years and without the generous aid that 
was being at present extended it would 
bo impossible to carry out the wishes that 
had boon oxpromed Ho would. remind 
the meeting that the care of the Cemetes 
was not a watter with which the land- 
renters were charged and therefore the 
discussion at the present meeting was 
somewhat irregular. As it was a subject, 
however, which interested the communi 
at large,’ he would promise to call a special 
meeting at an early date to consider what 
stepsshould be taken. ‘The motion for the 
Municipal grant of Tis. 20, having been 
seconded by Mr. Wedemeyer, was put to 
the vote and carried unanimously. 

‘Mr. Wedemeyer then proposed that, “Dr. 
Underwood be appointed Medical Officer to 
the Municipality, his duties to include 
attendance on the foreign Inspector of 
Police and his family, the native staff and 
the supervision of ‘the sanitation of the 
Coneession, im consideration of his present 
salary being increased to Tis. 100 per 
annum.” The motion being favourably re- 
ceived, was seconded by Mr. Banbury and 
carried unaniinously, 

There being no other business, after a 
vote of thanks to the Chair, the meeting 
separated.

REPORT OF THE MEDICAL OFFICER OF HEALTH 
FOR THE YEAR, 1895. 

In the courao of the past eighteen months a 
number of causes, notably the transfer of the 
rice-export from’ Wuhu, combined to bring 
about a remarkably rapid growth of trade at 
Chinkiang. ‘The change in the aspect of the 
port amounted to a transformation. A dozen 
‘steamers might be constantly seen loading in 
the river when before there was rarely one ; 
the little cluster of junks apd sampans grew 
to a flect; vast godowns were built; new 
hongs sprang up like ‘mushrooms ; and an 
army of cargocoolies bellowed up and down 
the Bund all day long. 

‘This sudden rush of commercial activity 
brought its own dangers to public health. 
‘The multiplied channels though which plague 
‘and other epidemics might reach us; the 
enormous growth of a floating population 
of the dirticst habits; the increasing 
lution of our water-supply; and the number- 
less nuisances of the worst kind accumulating 
in the Settlement, imperatively called for 
attention, ‘The Municipal Council according- 

sumed the functions of a Sanitary Board, 
in uly Inst invited me to act as Medical 
Oficor of Health. 

Previons efforts at sanitary reform had 
been made io a fitful and listless fashion. But 
tempts came to nothing for jous: 

‘straitened funds; apathy on the 
part of lot-holders ; and dogged aud senseless 
obstuction, which still continn 
of the Chinese officials, ‘The Settlement was 
originally planned, or rather grew up piece- 
meal, in'a haphazatd way, with little beyond 
the most rudimentary provision for sanitary 




































needs, ‘The work undertaken by the present 
Council had, therefore, to go back to the ver 

beginning ‘ne small expendi- 
ture of tim to carry through to 


tory completion, 
the progress achieved has been 
almost entirely in the direction of surface 
improverients ; and is ia the highest degree 
factory, Nuisances have in great part 
peared. ‘The old abominable latrines 
and urinals have in almost every instance 
been replaced by cleanly and suitable con- 
veniences, laid in cement, which can be 
easily kept in order, and are under constant 
supervision by the Municipal police. A 
number of public urinals and Intrines of a 
similar character have also been constructed 
at different points, 

Certain limited areas, however, 
ina recent report of mine to th 
still remain ina neglected and highly in- 
sanitary state, 

T have frequently pointed out the grossly 
defective condition of the drainage system, 
and the absence of any contrivances for 
flushing or ventilating the sewers, These 
matters will, it is to be hoped occupy 
the attention of the Council duriog the 
present winter, It will be simply unpardon- 
able if another hot season comes and finds us 
unprepared, ‘The necessary information has 
been amply furnished in a very lucid and 
comprehensive report by Messrs. Morrison 
and Gratton on the engineering aspect of the 
problem, and my own communications dealing 
with the sanitary requirements to be fulfilled. 

‘An equally pressing need is that of a whole- 
some water-cupply. Upon this. and other 
sanitary questions, I have already entered 
into considerable detail in previous reports 
made to the Council. 

Special Diseases of 1895.—During the sum- 
mer and autumn months the worst epidemic 
of cholera within the memory of most resients 
raged among the Chinese inhabitants of the 
city and surrounding region. Remarkably 
few cases, however, came to light within the 
boundaries of the Concession. Two deaths 
from cholera took place among foreigners; one 
in Jaly, that of an engineer on board a rice- 
steamer just arrived in port; and one in 



































August, that of a Customs salt-searcher whe 
lived iv a Chinese quarter out of the Conces- 
sion limits, In July a child of ten months 
died of choleraic diarrhea ; and in August a 
man of 34 succumbed to the same disease. 

It bardly needs saying that in every case 
of cholera, or of anything resembling it, the 
most rigid and thorough disinfection’ was 
carrried out. 

In April two Chinese employés of the 
British Consulate were attacked with scarlet 
fever, but, the disease did not spread. 

In October a foreign resident died of peri- 
carditis and fatty heart ; making a total of 5 
deaths during the year 1895 in a population 
fluctuating between 70 and 80.

THE FINAL BOW OF THE 

GONDOLIERS. 

The Gondoliers made their fifth and final 
bow to the Shanghai public on Saturday, 
and so much have they been appreciated 
by the public that the Lyceum was again 
filled. It was a very enthusiastic audience 
too, and redemanded every number, not- 
withstanding the note in the programme 
that “owing to the length of the Opera 
and the demands it makes on the per- 
formers, the audience are requested not to 
insist on encores.” Insist they did, how- 
ever, and successfully, in the case of the 
duet between Casilda’ and, Luiz, “There 
was a time,” in which Casilda sang 60 
sweetly that the audience were obliged to 
hear her stanza again ; in the Grand Inquisi- 
tor's song, “I stole the Prince :” in Tessa’s 
taking song, “When a merry maiden mar- 
ries ;” in Gianetta's pathetic and partly 
satirical ditty, ‘Kind Sir, you cannot have 
the heart ;” in Giuseppe's rapid rhythmical 
description of the functions of royalty as 
practised in Barataria, ‘Rising early in 
the morning ;” and in Marco's ballad, which 
is one of those outpourings which are not 
for wn age or a country, but for all time 
and all the world, “Take a pair of 
sparkling eyes.” The cachwcha also had to 
he danced # second time, and the audience 
Degged, but without avail, for a second 
repetition ; and they were equally unsue- 
cessful in’ their vociferous request for a 
second rendering of the gavotte. A pretty 
incident in the cachucha scene was the 
descent from the house on to the stage of « 
bouquet for each of the fair dancers, tied 
with ribbons matching those worn by each 
of them. 

Jn noticing this, which we t to 
now was the final, performance and which 
was attended by the Taotai, Mr. Huang, 
and some members of his siite, and by the 
members of the U.S. Chéngtu Commission, 
‘who had only arrived that day from Sze- 
chuan and to whom the sight of the well- 
filled theatre and the brillant stage must 
have becn a startling change after four 
months’ travel in the interior of China, 
we can only emphasise the praise we 
have given to the previous performances. 
A chorus of sixty or more voices at once 
on the stage must give a distinction to 
the representation of any comic opera; it 
is just double the number engaged in the 
representation of the same opera in Hong- 
kong. No professional travelling troupe 
can hope to put on a chorus of anything 
like the same size and excellence. It is 
perhaps for the delight given to both eye 
and ear by the chorus that The Goudoliers 
will be best remembered in Shanghai. Such 
a spectacle has certainly not been seen in 
Shanghai before. Mr. Prophet and his 
assistants, Messrs. Lintonius and Lampion, 
a far as the besutiful scenery was concerned, 




















‘Mr. Goodenough, int by Mr. Man- 
ning and Zee Asung, in regard to the lovely 
dresses, and the anonymous constructor 
of the practicable gondola and the gigantic 
xebeque, on whose deck the whole of the 
male chorus found plenty of room to stand, 
contributed most efficiently to this spectacle, 
while Commander Vela, as trainer of the 
chorus, director of the singing, and con- 
ductorof the orchestra, was indefatigable and 
invaluable. He, and indeed all, might well 
join King Giuseppe in singing :— 

“And the culminating pleasure 
ssa a oe aad memes 

the grat feeling that our duty has 
heen done” ij 
‘There are no less than nine principals in 

The Gondoliers, the two heroes with their 
two brides; the Duke of Plaza-Toro, with 
the Duchess, Casilda, and Luiz; and the 
Grand Inquisitor, the last being the only 
comic part in this comic opera. The two 
heroes, Giuseppe and Marco, were capitally 
played by Mr. Leslie and Mr. Gorby, and 
never better than on Saturday, when all on 
the stage seemed to be at last thoroughly at 
home in their parts and free from anxiet 
‘One has a perfect feeling of safety both as 
to words and music, as well as acting, 
when Mr. Leslie is on the stage ;. while 
Mr. Gorby, though a less practised actor, 
is a very graceful one, and his singing, 
in the ‘concerted music as well as 
in his lovely ballad in the second act, was 
really delightful. As to the two brides, 
they were both charming. Miss Fitz- 
James is delightfully natural, sings and 
delivers her words admirably, and makes 
love with the most winning sweetness ; 
while Miss Mildred Graham's singing is 
a treat to listen to, and she acts with 
a bright affectation’ of —imperiousness 
which is eapital contrast to Miss Fitz- 
James's gentler mood. Mr. G. L. U. 
Potts might perhaps have been a little 
more pompous as the Duke; still there 
was no fault to be found with the view he 
took of the character, and the consistency 
with which he maintained it was remarka- 
ble. His whole dress and appearance were 
admirable, and his delivery of his speeches 
and his songs was a lesson not merely to 
amateurs. Miss Peggy Pict was perfect in 
the Duchess, and sv good an actress would 
well have become & much longer part. 
‘The air of command informs her every 
movement ; on the stage she is from top to 
toe the aristocrat, and her singing is most 
pleasant, her enunciation, both in speaking 
and singing, being perfect, and her dancing 
full of the spirit of the 

“ tea-cup times of hood and hoop, 

Or while the patch was worn.” 


Mrs. Douglas Dick's voice has charmed 
Shanghai audiences often on the concert 
platform, and she maintained in The Gon- 
dolicrs the high position she has gained 
there, and on the stage in the few occasions 
of her appearance as an actress. Tall, fair, 
and graceful, she looked every inch a queen 
in the second act, and her voice at need has 
a pathos in it which doubles the attractive- 
ness of such a verse as “Dead as the last 
year's leaves.” Mr. Garland had a difficult 
rate in Luiz, but his sympathetic voice was 
heard with great pleasure, and his acting 
was careful and fully adequate to the part 
of the despairing lover. ‘The part of Don 
‘Alhambro; the Grand Inquisitor, was taken 
again on Saturday by Mr. St. Casse, and it 
was difficult to believe thet before his as- 
sumption of it on Wednesday he had had 
only one, and that only a partial, rehearsal. 
He threw more unction into it than Mr. 
Drannek, whose humour was essentially 
dry. He sang capitally, and it was a pity 
that the lateness of the hour made it necess- 
ary to leave out his song in the second 
get, “There lived a King.” "His part of 
Frincesco was again taken by Mr. G. 
Nial. Owing to the absence of Miss 
Jeanne Pebble, the music of Fiametta 
was entrusted, as well as har own, to Miss 
Minor Lake, and sho did # delightfully. 























Mr, Bacon gave Antonio's opening song 
with a great deal of spirit. So we part 
with great regret from The Gondoliers, only 
recording again how much all are indebted 
to Mr. P. P. Congé, the manager, for the 
care and ability bestowed on the organisa- 
tion and preparation of this unique repre- 
seutation. 








THE LIGH' HORSE DANCE. 

The Light Horse Dance, which has now 
almost become an annual fixture, took place 
at the Country Club on Monday night, and 
was in every way worthy of the gallant 
horsemen. No doubt there has frequently 
been a want of perfect accord between rider 
and the animal when the Troop has been 
paraded or took part in a sham fight, but 
none could say that there was not a most 
perfect accord amongst the members in their 
endeavour to make their annual entertain- 
ment an honour to the Volunteer Force and 
a pleasure to their guests. Invitations had 
been most lavishly issued, with the result 
that the resources of the Country Club 
were taxed to the utmost and dancin; 
hall and sitting-out rooms were crowded 
in the extreme. The decorations of the 
ball-room were of a similar nature to 
those of previous years, bub familiarity 
had not in any way’ diminished tho 
uests’ capacity for admiration at the taste- 
fulness displayed. The stage was enclosed 
is a tent of alternate stripes of red and 
blue, the colours of the Light Horse, and 
festoons of the same colours were gracefully 
arranged from the centre gaslight to the cor- 
nices, while bannerets were freely used as 
decorations for the walls, relieved by shields 
very artistically made up of cavalry accou- 
trements, ete. Very well executed water 
colours of a mounted officer and of a pri- 
vate of the Troop found a prominent slose 
on the wall, and attracted a great deal 
of attention’ and admiration ; they wero 
understood to be the work of the gallant 
Commander of the Light Horse. A notice 
of the Point-to-Point race that will shortly 
take place served to display the humorous 
and artistic skill of our well-known cari- 
caturist, Mr. Hayter, whilst doing justice 
to the intensely martial aspect of the Light 
Horse, and the witching horsemanship of 
the troopers. ‘The decorations were nob 
confined to the ball-room, but were ex- 
tensively used in the entrance hall and the 
sitting-out rooms with capital effect, while 
cosy nooks were cunningly contrived in 
every available spot to tho delight of 
ardent youths, but to the exasperation of 
those secking partners engaged for dances. 
Commdr. Vela and his band discoursed some 
excellent music, the floor was in splendid 
condition, and the attentions of the hosts 
were unbounded, so that no wonder all 
present enjoyed themselves immensely and 
voted the dance to be all that could be 
desired. The varied uniforms of our gallant 
defenders and the pretty frocks of the 
ladies greatly increased the brilliancy of 
the scene, and the Light Horse Dance of 
1896 will long be remembered as one of the 
pleasantest of the season.

THE LITERARY AND DEBATING 
SOCIETY'S REPORT, 
To the Bditor of the 
Nortu-Cutxa Daity News. 

Sm,—The annual report of the Com- 
mittee of the Shanghai Literary and Debat- 
ing Society, just issued, presents a far from 
cheerful outlook. It records success in 
musi¢ and smoke only—religion, polities, 
and electricity having, apparently, failed to 
attract, In consequence, the Committee 
solemnly propose ‘to bring the Society to 
anend.” Witharemarkably successful his- 
tory covering some 15 years, with a present 
roll of 184 members (and a credit ce 
of $326), it seems a lasting pity that the 
Society should be thus seriously’ and igno- 
miniously treated. There was a time when, 
with such a membership and such a balance, 
there would have been no thought of dissolu- 
tion, but successive committees vary in their 
views, and the present one, from its " 
seems not to have erred on the side of 
overactivity. The account for the past 
session reads—one smoking concert, in 
October, 1894; a political debate, in De- 
‘a religious debate, in March, 
1895; and two lectures on submarine 
telegraphy, inMay. This is all—five meet- 
ings throughout the year. In the report 
not a word is said about the blank period— 
June, 1895, to the end of January, 1896 
(date of report), nor is reason assigned 
for the failure to hold a meeting of any 
sort during those months, nor, again, is it 
stated why the Annual General Meeting 
(which, according to my copy of the Rules, 
dated September, 1892, should be held ‘tin 
the first week in June”) was not called 
and the report then presented. Surely 
something might have been attempted, if 
only a smoking concert on a not too lavish 
scale, for the Committee acknowiedge that 
the last held ‘proved a decided success” 
and was ‘exceedingly well attended.” 
Most people, I fancy, thought the com- 
mittee during the above period were merely 
hibernating—enjoying a sort of lengthy 
stupor—but none, I think, imagined that 
they were actually moribund. Without 











strenous effort to provide pabulum, it is 
only natural that such a Society should die 
of inanition. It should not be very difficult 
to find a Committee that will stir up this 
formerly very flourishing and useful in- 
stitution, and give us interesting debates, 
lectures, concerts (both with and without 
smoke), and a good time generally. Amuse- 
ments of this kind are so rare, that we can 
ill afford to let quietly die a Society which 
once rendered excellent service, could attract 
crowds to its gatherings, and had a muster 
roll of 300 members, and which under a 


Vigorous administration could doubtless | 


perform the same feats again.

THE CATHEDRAL CHOIR. 
To the Editor of the 
Nonrs-Crtwa Dany News. 


Srr,—It is somewhat difficult to re- 
concile the suggestions made by Mr. A. 
P. MacEwen at the meeting of subscribers 
to Trinity Cathedral yesterday, and it is 
mach to be regretted that so few sub- 
scribers attend these meetings, which are 
often fraught with subjects of material 
interest to many members of the com- 
munity. 

From your report I gather that Mr. 
‘MacKwen first suggested having a “sur- 
pliced choir,” which pre-supposes a full 
choral service as florid as in the opinion 
of the organist the choir is capable of 
rendering effectively. Shortly after the 
same gentleman suggests ‘the simpler the 
musical service the better” which is in- 
compatible with the aspirations of surpliced 
choirs. 

As far as the musical part of the services 
is concerned I should strongly recommend 
to let well alone. Mr. MacEwen’s first 
suggestion I take to mean the charitable 
one of relieving the ladies from the plea 
surable, but somewhat onerous duties of 
attending regularly on Sundays during the 
torrid weather of our Shanghai summer, 
but the experience of last summer showed 
that many brave ones attend regularly and 
punctually, no matter now trying the tem- 
perature may be. If it is desired to have 
more trebles and altos it would be much 
preferable to double the present number 
of ladies’ voices rather than introduce a 
new and unreliable element in trying boys’ 
yoiges in continuation with the present 

es. 





The attendance of boys is no more to be 
depended on than is that of other members 
of the choir, and could not be enforced when 
parental wishes were opposed to attendance, 
as they doubtless would be in the extreme 
heat of summer. 

‘The surplice sounds pretty to the ear, 
but in July and August a surplice and the 
necessary cassock would become an 
abomination in the eyes of all who had to 
wear them. No one would regret the 
change more than the members of the 
choir. 

The primary object in a choir is to 
render the services as perfectly as possible, 
so the matter of cress is one of very sal 
importance, though in a congregation like 
that of “Trinity: Cathedral a surplice is 
likely to give offence to many esteemed 
members, whose feelings should be con- 
sulted. 

Has the Chaplain been approached on 
the subject? No one could give a better 
opinion of the advisability of this step than 
he, and it is to him we should look for 
guidance in this matter.

THE KUCHENG MASSACRE. 


ADDRESS BY THE REV. W. BANISTER, 

On Tuesday afternoon, in the rooms of 
the Anglo-Chinese School Soochow Creek, 
the Rev. W. Banister spoke upon his 
experiences of the Kucheng massacre of 
August last, and the subsequent Commis- 
sion to investigate it, of which he was a 
member. ‘There was not a large attend- 
ance, no doubt in consequence of the hour 
fixed for the meeting, five o'clock. 

The Rey. H. C. Hodges occupied the 
chair and in introducing Mr, Banister re- 
minded the audience of the prominent part 
he had taken in the events following the 
terrible massacre, and the able descriptions 
and reports of the Commission of Investiga- 
tion supplied by him to the North-China 
Daily News. When it was known that 
Mr. Banister was coming to Shanghai 
the occasion was regarded as a favour- 
able ‘one to learn from his lips any 
additional particulars he had to tell, but 
the notice at which the meeting was called 
was short. 

‘The Rev. W. Banister said that although 
he never anticipated an opportunity of 
addressing a meeting in Shanghai, he was 
nevertheless glad of the opportunity be- 
cause all in stad had fell intensely the 

t sympathy extended to them, not 
nly from Shanghai but throughout China 
and the world generally, showing that in 
the face of such a great calamity as hap- 
pened last summer in Kucheng the great 
heart of the world beat sound and truc. 
Having described the situation of Kuche 
and Whasang, where the massacre occu 
—places with which he was very familiar 
from thirteen years’ residence—the speaker 
graphically described the terrible ex- 
perience and scenes which met Archdeacon 
Wolfe, himself, and U.S. Marshal Hixson 
on their relief expedition up the Min River 
after the receipt of the tragic news. The 
meeting with the boats bringing down the 
survivors of the massacre was a scene 
which would never fade from his memory, 
and his description of it deeply moved 
the audience. Going on to describe the 
‘Vegetarians, the particular sect in Fu- 
kien responsible for the murders, he said 
that about five years ago he heard that 
a new class of Vegetarians had appeared 
in the district from the province of Kiangsi. 
‘They set their faces earnestly against 
opium, and apy to gather in all tho 














unemployed and worthless young men of 
the district, whom they sought to reclaim 
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from the opium habit. They seemed to be 
doing a really good work in that direction. 
‘They began in a small temple just a stone’s 
throw from the speaker's house and there 
‘was no trouble until about two years ago, 
when the leaders of the sect began to he 
very aggressive, and practically assumed 
the functions of the ofticials, punishing in 
various ways those who disobeyed their 
orders. As soon as a man was enrolled 
es a member he paid 32 cash, which 
went to the head-centre of the body in the 
province of Kiangsi. A man could please 
himself whether he would enter the inner 
circle, but if he did so he paid 1,600 cash 
and for a week was instructed in private. 
The candidates for the inner circle were 
taken privately into different rooms and 
instructed in the tenets of their order. 
‘They were taught to repeat 108 characters, 
by the introduction of which into conversa- 
tion they were able to recognise one 
another. It was found during the exa 
mination at Kucheng that the men 
had different forms of salutation for 
ent positions in the order; one prisone 
when usked how he saluted would do so 
with the hands together and the right thumb 
over the left, another would do so with the 
Jeft thumb over the right. There were three 
degrees in the order, and the members 
generally had a name different from the 
one in ordinary life. One of the sources of 
strength of the order was the propagandists ; 
whenever a man had initiated ten followers 
then he need not work any more but went 
from one to the other and was supported 
by them. If a man had several tens or 
hundreds he became to all intents and pur- 
poses # magistrate, and called the members 
together to execute the decrees of the sect. 
Tt wes owing to these men that the 
‘organisation hud become so strong. Tumn- 
ing to the subject of the Commission, the 
speaker remarked that people ought to 
understand how it were the difticul- 
ties of Mr. Mansfield and Col. Hixson. 
Without any instructions, beyond the 
simple notice to go and hold an enquiry, 
they went and did their.duty splendidly, 
and Great Britain and America need 
never fear anything as long as they were 
represented by men like Mr. Mansfield and 
Col. Hixson. (Hear hear.) It was a great 
pleasure to him to be associated with them, 
4s he was, for nearly three months. It was 
very evident ns soon as the Commission got 
to work that the officials, from the Taotai 
down to the lowest underling in the yaméu, 
were determined if possible to prevent the 
whole truth from coming out, and the 
runners, soldiers, and subordinates were 
constantly .receiving bribes from friends 
and prisoners all round. The spirit of 
the officials was shown in their at first using 
the term yung-knei-tze when speaking of 
the honoured dead or foreigners generally, 
“but they soon altered, that. It was impor- 
tant that it should be known that the men 
ultimately punished and executed were 
absolutely guilty. There was no doubt of 
it whatever. He hnd heard some people 
express a certain amount of doubt, but it 
was absolutely certain that only the guilty 
were punished, in spite of the opposition 
of the officials, ‘who from morning to night 
did what they could to hinder justice, and 
did nothing to help it except under pres 
sure. The officials appeared to be always 
anxious to let the people understand that 
they were doing what they could to protect 
them from the ferocious foreigners. In re- 
gard to the standing and position of the pri- 
noners, there was scarcely one who impressed. 
the foreign members of the Commission fa- 
vourably. They were of the lowest farming 
class. The only two men who showed they 
possessed superior intelligence were “ Long 
‘inger Nails” and another, who was the 
actual leader of the body, as he admitted. 
‘He told the Commission that had they not 
been stopped they would have started a 
‘rebellion in that part of the country. That 
man. was not execated for the part he took 
din the massacre, but for his treasonable 






































acts and intentions. His was the only 
head placed over the city gates of Kucheng, 
all the other heads being taken to the 
mountain top of Whasang where they still 
hung. Whilst it was pretty evident most 
of the men were inspired by a desire for 
plunder, that mysterious man. “Long Fin- 
ger Nails” struck one at once by having 
& great deal of intelligence. He wasa very 
clever fellow, and the way in which he 
replied to questions showed he had been 
dealing with human nature for many years. 
Where he came from and why he went to 
the district of the murders no one 
knew to this day, and the officials never 
took any steps to investigate his an- 
tecedents. Certain suspicious cireum- 
stances suggested that he had some one be- 
hind him. ‘The man wrote a poem, of which 
the speaker went on-to give a rough trans- 
lation. “Long Finger Nails” began by 
speaking of himself as being axsocinted 
with another man with whom he would be 
able to do great things for China. The 
poem went un to say that there was a 
certain character, with thirteen strokes, 
which was a very precious character, and 
that they would change the dynasty from the 
Toi Tien to a dynasty represented 
by the character with thirteen strokes. 
The poem next spoke of the black and 
white tiger, and said that when they met 
in conflict it would be a day of weep- 
ing and woe in China, When that day 
cue would be their opportunity—the 
foreigners would have no roof to cover 
them, and the rich and poor would be 
the same; no man would want food, and 
no man would have too much. ‘That would 
be a great day for their country. Before 
speaking of the present condition of things 
Mr. Banister said he had been struck by the 
growth of Christianity as a political power 
in China. During the investigations at 
Kucheng it was impossible for the offi- 
cials to do anything without the foreign 
Commissioners knowing it, and in Foochow 
very accurate reports in Chinese were 
published of the proceedings of the Con 
mission and widely circulated. He believed 
that the political force of Christianity would 
be most strongly manifested in the province 
of Fukien, He knew of no province where 
there were so many Christian churches or 
so many aggressive congregations. There 
trore nearly 0,000 Christians in. Northern 
Fukien, and he believed that notwith- 
standing the great position of Shanghai, 
the political force of Christianity would 
he found to be centred in Fukien. As 
to the events subsequent to the Com- 
mission, his hearers would have seen a 
wublished list of suspects. That list had 
Peon most carefully prepared, but. the 
Chinese officials had done nothing to inves- 
tigate the cases. Not only that, but six of 
the prisoners who were imprisoned had es- 
caped. Only a few weeks ago, two of the 
most guilty, who had been sentenced to 
twenty years’ had escaped. After speaking 
of the tremendous amount of make-believe 
which thé Commission revealed, he asked 
why the world did not step in and insist that: 
justice should be done. (Hear, hear.) For 
a positive fact he knew that it was the 
intention at one time to so manipulate 
the evidence that to the high authorities 
the massacre world have appeared a small 
matter. At the present the condition of 
the country was quiet. The Rev. John 
Martin, who had been appointed to succeed 
the late Mr. Stewart, had visited Kucheng 
twice and been round the country. The 
other parts of the field in Fukien were 
very quiet, and the male missionaries 
had been ‘allowed to go back, but the 
Consul would not allow the ladies to go 
at present. He did not think any ladies 
would go back to Kucheng until after the 
summer, but probably the ladies would go 
back to’ the other parts where there had 
been no trouble. It was a remarkable 
thing that at this moment there was a 
marvellous disposition on the part of the 
people towards Christianity. In one 






























































place 300 families had applied to join 
the Church, and the fact was evident that 
there was a remarkable spirit of enquiry 
and anxiety to geb Christian teachers 
and to join the Church. In conclusion 
the speaker said he must thank the mem- 
bers of the spent mercantile organisa- 
tions in the Far East for their sympathy. 
Though sometimes the clergy might com- 
plain of their non-attendance at Church, 
it was evident that the hearts of English- 
men and Americans were the same and felt 
with them, and rec ised that they were 
all marching side by side in the splendid 
cause of truth and. civilisation in this 
great and wonderful country. (Applause.)

them. The evidence of this is in the 
recent extensions of their premises and 
plant which the firm. have had to make 
so as to meet the public demand, and in 
the fact that a day or two ago Mr. Price 
left here to open a branch at Hong- 
kong. The finm hold so many agencies for 
the colony that they have thought it 
advisable to work them under personal 
management. A visit to Messrs, Gande, 
Price and Co.'s premises is w revelation 
of the extent and completeness of thei 
business, which was originally _ tran 
acted in No. 34, Nanking Road, and 
now extends to the ground-floor and 
godown of No. 32, and No. 35, con 
rising three large godowns, one large 
ttling room, and, five storage rooms for 
wines: Mr. Gande has had fourteen 
years’ experience of the trade; Mr. Price 
eight years in Shanghai—six in the wine 
tmde—and eight at home, it being claimed 
that the members of the firm have the 
longest experience of anyone in the trade in 
North-China. The new premises include 
a bottle-washing department, where some 
2,500 bottles can be daily prepared for 
re-filling. A great deal of additional storage 
room has also been gained, there being 
accommodation for bottling and storing 
some 300,000 bottles. The beer and stout, 
from Messrs. Ind, Coope & Co., Messrs. 
Bass & Co., and Messrs. Reid & Co., 
is received in huge butts, holding about 
105 gallons each. After’ remaining sta- 
tionary for about a month the liquors are 
bottled, and then stored in bins, which 
hold about a thousand bottles each, for 
three or four months, when they are ready 
for consumption. Some. idea of the extent 
of the bottling department may be gained 
from the statement that the stock of empty 
bottles at present mounts up to over 130,000; 
bottles are coming in daily to the number of 
between 1,000 and 2,000; corks and capsules 
are ordered in batches of 50,000 or 100,000 
ata time ; whilst such an apparently un- 
important item as_sealing-wax is received 
in consignments of 15 ewt. oraton. In 
the wine and spirit department, now con- 
fined to No. 32, the purchaser is afford- 
ed the choice of some twenty brands 
of whisky alone ; in wines, imported from 
France, America, and Australia, the range 
is still greater ; whilst in beer and stout the 
productions of England, Ireland, Scotland, 
‘America, Germany, and Japan ate available.

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‘THE REPORTED CESSION OF 
LAPPA TO GERMANY. 


PORTUGUESE CLADIS. 
‘The Extremo Oriente after reproducing a 
teanslation of our note on the, reported 
+ cession of the island of Lappa to Germany, 
says — 

‘The. statements we have translated, 
though vague and lacking confirmation, are 
nevertheless very grave. It is generally 
known that the village of Lappa was 
founded by Portuguese priests and that we 
still have a detachment of troops and a fire 
station there, China never having main- 
tained a garrison there or established a 
definitive government. 
assistance has been sent there from Macao 
and quite recently a plague hospital was 
erected on the shore. When in 1887" the 
Portuguese-Chinese treaty was concluded, 
in which China recognised Macao as a 
Portuguese possession, the delimitation of 
the.frontiers of the colony and its depen- 
Genclen was reserved for settlement by a 
mixed commission of officials representing 
the two countries, Portugal at that time 
claimed Lappa, urged her traditional rights 
and the necessity that she should have the 
island for the safeguarding of the interests 
‘of Macao and the defence of the city. 
China on her part did not dispute the 
claims put forward, but left them for the 
settlement of the mixed commission, the 
status qa to be preserved in the meantime. 
How then could China cede Lappa to 
Germany and how could the latter take 
it, in view of this state of affairs, without 
gtavely offending against the principles of 
international law and in the ease of China, 
committing a breach of an agreement that 
she ought to hold sacred and seriously pre- 
judicing « nation which is her oldest friend 
ind from whom she has never received 
affronts, injury, or evil of any kind? 

Tf another power were in possession of 
Lappa Macao would be completely at its 
merey and being unable to protect itself 
would soon be reduced to a complete ruin. 
Portugal, therefore, neither could nor 
ought to consent to the transfer of this 
island, which she herself claims as of right, 
to Germany, or any other Power. And 
China could not allow the transfer, for not 
only must she respect the rights of the 
case and neither seek nor cause the 
annihilation of the Portuguese colony, but 
it, is better for China herself that Portugal 
should retain possession of Lappa than that 
any other nation should have it, especially 
a great Power. Portugal never has made 
nor will make war in the neighbourhood of 
Macao and in ease of China being involved 
in war with any other power would pre- 
serve the neutrality she has hitherto 
observed. Would Germany or any other 
great Power established at Lappa do the 
same? We very much doubt it, and in a 
few months Lappa might be converted into 
a great peril for China.—Daily Press. 

ortugal on her part is responsible for 
the present situation. She has had plenty 
of time to definitely occupy the island, for 
which she has had abundant reason and 
justification, and had she done so she would 
not now have been confronted with the 
necessity of entering upon an arduous 
diplomatic campaign to establish her rights. 
This she must now do, and promptly, for 
otherwise the only thing to be done would 
be to sell Macao to. whatever power would 
give anything for it because with Germany 
established at Lappa our colony might con- 
sider itself dead.—Daily Press.

In spite of every effort, the vessel be- 
came embayed, and at about 2.30 am, 
drove ashore at Naka-Kurase. A line was

aid of this all hands managed to get ashore, 
with the exception of an unfortunate China- 
man, an A, B., whose body was picked up 
and buried the following day. The natives 
ashore treated the shipwrecked men with 
the greatest kindness, and they remained 
there until taken off by the vessel in charge 
of Lieutenant Yeshima, on Sunday. Con- 
trary to the report already received here, 
neither the Captain nor any other members 
of the crewwereinjnred. They lost practical- 
ly all their personal belongings, however. A 
few hours after the crew got ashore the 
masts went hy the board, while the vessel 
commenced to rupidly break up, and now 
remains almost entirely submerged, in a 
condition which precludes all hope’of her 
being raised. 

‘The official enquiry into the wreck of the 
vessel was held yesterday morning at the 
British Consulate. ‘The Court was com- 
posed of J. J. Quin, Esq, H.B.M.'s 

















Consul, and Lieutenants R. E. R. Benson, 
R¥., and M. 8. Pasley, R.¥., of H.M.S, 
Porpoise. After hearing the evidence of 


Captain Croal and Messrs. Sharpe and 
Harnett, the chief and second officers, 
judgment was delivered to the effect 
that the vessel was well found in every 
respect, that the conduct of the officers 
and crew was satisfactory and free from

And for a further order, 

‘That the defendant’s costs of, and incidental 
to, the said petition and to this application be 
taxed, and be paid to them out of any monies 
under the control of the Court and applicable 
to meet the defendants’ costs. 


‘The learned counsel said the application 
was brought under the Order in Council 
for China and Japan. 1881, section 47 :— 

Where a foreigner desires to institute or 
take a suit or proceeding of a civil nature 
against a British subject, or a British subject 
desires to institute or ‘take a suit-or pro- 
ceeding of a civil nature against a foreigner, 
the Supreme Court for China and Japan, and. 
the Court for Japan, and a Provincial Court 
according to the respective jurisdiction of the 
Court, may entertain the suit or proceeding 
and hear and determine i and, if all 
parties desire, or the Court directs, . a 
trial with a jury or assessors, then, with 
a jury or assessors, at a place where such 
trial might be had if all parties were British 
subjects, but in all other respects according 
to the ordinary course of the Court. 


Sub-section’ B had heen amended under 
paragraph 2 of the China and Japan Order 
in Council of August, 1886, and now rend : 

(b) Provided that the foreigner (i) first files 
in the Court his consent to the jurisdiction of 
the Court ; and (ii) also, if required by the 
Court, obtains and files a certificate in writ- 
ing from a competent authority of his 01 7 
ernment to the effect that “no objection is 
made by the Government to the foreigner 
submitting in the particular cause or matter 
to the jurisdiction of the Court ; and (iii) also, 
if required by the Court, gives security to the 
satisfaction of the Court, to such reasonable 
amount as the Court directs, by deposit of 
money or otherwise, to pay fees, costs, 
damages, and expenses, and to abide by and 
perform the decision to be given by the Court 
or on appeal. 

He (the learned counsel) understood the 
third part of that sub-section had been 
complied with and money deposited. But 
the point of the application was that the 
foreigner had not complied with th fit patt 
of the sub-section. He had not tiled in the 
Court his consent to the jurisdiction, ‘That 
the plaintiff was a foreigner, under the 
Order in Council, appeared ‘clear. The 
peltion described him we the Viceroy or 

jovernor-General of the two provinces of 
Kiangsu and Kinngsi,” but it should be 
observed that there’ was no allegation 
at all that he brought the action in his 
governmental capacity, but simply that he 
Was the Governor-General of two provinces, 
and as such a subject of the Emperor of 
China. In the Order in Council of 1881 it 
was clearly stated that ‘foreigner’ means 
a subject of the Emperor of China or of the 
Mikado of Japan, or a subject or citizen of 
any other State in amity with her Majesty.” 
‘That brought the plaintiff within the 
provision of that Order in Council. As to 
the propristy of the order now asked for 
and the mode in which the application was 
made he (the learned counsel) would refer 
his Lordship to the Rules of the Supreme 
Court for China and Japan, section 43 : 

Where the defendant conceives that he has 
a good legal or equitable defence to the 

ition, so that even if the allegations of 
fact in the petition were admitted or clearly 
established, yet the plaintiff would not be 
entitled to any decree against him (the 
defendant), he may raise this defence by a 
motion that the petition be dismissed without 
any answer being required from him, 

If such an order were made, according 
to the ruling in the case -of ‘The Vivar 
(Aspinall’s Maritime Law Cases, vol. 3, 
new series, p. 308), it would dispose of the 
case as it stood at present, but it would 
not prevent another suit being brought, if 
properly brought. The order made in that 
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case was one dismissing the defendant 
from the suit “and all further observance 
of justice therein.” In that case it was 
a question whether the rules with re- 

ard to the service of a writ out of the 
jurisdiction had heen complied with. The 
proper time to take objection to the juris- 
diction was on the earliest possible occasion, 
and before taking any steps by which the 
jurisdiction might be admitted. He could 
hot, of course, anticipate his learned friend 
ifr. Hanson), buthe could point outthat the 
Tule although it was a comparatively new 
‘one in our Rules, had been acted upon 
elsewhere, and was a rule in the Levant as 
far back as 1863, Referring to the Otto- 
men Orders in Council of 1863 and 1873, 
counsel pointed out that it was laid down 
that the word “foreigner” therein used 
meant a subject of the Porte, and he had 
to get the consent of a competent authority 
to submit to the jurisdiction of the Court 
and to give security, In dealing with 
the Order relating to China there was no 
doubt that the word ‘ foreigner” meant a 
subject of the Emperor of China, and al- 
though it was mot necessary to’ refer to 
the reasons which called for the change 
which had been made, while the consent 
of the competent authority had not been 
Aisyensed with altogether, it was no longer 
made a condition sine qud non. Tt was 
not required unless it was ordered by the 
Court, but the foreigner must still file his 
consent to the jurisdiction in the Court. 
‘That remained a condition sine qué non. 
After quoting from the decision of the 
Privy Couneil in the case of the Laconia, 
the ‘learned counsel pointed out that 
the judgment in the Chishima-Racenna 
case negatived the suggestion that the 
Court could have any jurisdiction if it 
were not _given to it by the Order in 
Council, However much might be . the 
rights of her Majesty by treaty that did 
not give that Court jurisdiction. Her 
Majesty. was of course to decide the charac- 
ter and extent of the jurisdiction ; she 
could linnit it but not extend it beyond the 
Lounds of treaty. ‘The question was not 
whether her Majesty could have given au- 
thority to the Court to try the case without 
those stipulations. Up to a certain time it 
pleayed her Majesty that her Court should 
exercise jurisdiction without making the 
filing of consent » condition of exercising 
jurisdiction—in other words, her Majesty 
Afforded_ unconditional jurisdiction in. such 
cases. She subsequently limited that juris- 
diction by making it a condition of the 
exercise of jurisdiction that these pro- 
visions should be observed. Her Majesty 
had jurisdiction in certain cases; she 
was pleased to limit the exercise of that 
jurisdiction by her Courts by requiring 
certain steps to be taken. If those 
steps were not taken then the Court 
had no jurisdiction. If such a provision 
were not in the Order, something else 
would be required in the case of Chin- 
ese subjects, that was to say, there 
should be # gearantee that the plaintiff had 
given proper authority to institute the suit, 
so that the suit might not he repudiated. 
He mentioned this because his instructions 
were that the present case was not brought 
with sufficient authority. He need not 
say that he did not suggest for a moment 
that his leamed friend did not feel himself 
authorised to file the petition, but his 
(Mr. Wilkinson's) instructions were that the 
present proceedings were brought without 
authority. 

His Lordship—Without the authority 
of the Viceroy Chang Chih-tung ? 

Mr. Wilkinson—Yes, those are my in- 
structions. I merely bring that forward 
because I wish to point out that in moving 
as I now do I am acting upon instructions 
which lead me to think that this 
proper step, and that, as a matter of fact, 
it would be quite open to his Excellency 
to deny that he had given authority for the 
institution of this suit. 1 may say those 
are my instructions and I have no reason 
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to doubt them. Further it shows, at any 
rate, where such things can be said, that if 
this rule were not made some other rule 
would have to be made. The petition is 
not signed by his Excellency. 

‘His Lordship—It is signed by-a re- 
cognised legal practitioner before this 
Court, and we do not ask for more. I 
have known submissions to be signed by a 
solicitor. 

Mr. Wilkinson—If submissions have 
been signed by a solicitor I submit it is 
altogether wrong unless he signs under a 
power of attorney. There are certain 
things ina case of this sort which cannot 
be done by a solicitor, 

‘Mr. Hanson, in addressing his Lordship 
on behalf of the plaintiff, was about to refer 
to the report prepared for the use of the 
Japanese Government of the proceed- 
ings before the Privy Council in the Chi- 
shima-Ravenua case, when Mr, Wilkinson 
objected on the ground that it would be 
contrary to precedent to quote from such a 
report, which was not duly authorised 
law report. ‘There were obiter dicta of the 
Judges in it which would not appear in an 
authorised report, After some discussion, 

His Lordship said the report had evidently 
been taken down by a skilled shorthand 
writer and he should allow it to be referred 
to in the same way as a newspaper report. 
He had known Mr. Wilkinson to quote from 
newspaper Fepors He did not regard the 
dicta ws binding in the same way as a 
judgment, but it seemed to him he could 
not shut his eyes to the fact that they had 
been said. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that as a rule only 
authorised reports were allowed to be re- 
ferred to, but at the same time he 
must admit that in a very recent case” the 
Judge referred to a report in the Times 
newspaper and said it was very valuable. 

Mr. Hanson, resuming, said he should 
just like to quote from the report as 
follows :— 

The Lord Chanceilor—I cannot see how 
any lawyer who was engaged in drawing the 
Grier could ever have suggested, it he Enew 
the elements of his business, that a persor 
filing a consent to the jurisdiction of the Court, 
pave i any more jurisdiction than if he 

ought his suit in the Court. 

Sir Richard Webster—That is not 
the way in which I think consent woul 
required for the purpose. 

Phe Lord Chancellor—This is a consent to 
the jurisdiction of the Court in the suit, not a 
congent to having anything set up against 

im, 

Lord Shand—The act of bringing the suit 
is always a consent. 

Lord Watson—A man consents to enter a 
room because he has a right to enter a room, 
but confining him in that room after he 
enters that room is another matter. 

Sir Richard Webster—I do not think ana- 
logies of that kind carry it farther, Tam not 
concemed to defend the eminent gentleman 
who drew this Order. 

‘The Lord Chancellor—I am defending him 
by suggesting this is a construction which 
would be absurd. 

Lord Watson—Showing indications of legal 
insanity. 

‘The Lord Chancellor—Will yon tell me any 
difference it would make to the jurisdiction 
of the Court as regards a plaintiff because he 
Drought an action in the Court, and in 
audition to bringing anaction he brought in 
document called a consent to the jurisdiction, 
= ; Can you havea better consent to the 
jurisdiction of the Court in any matter than 
by bringing your suit in the Court? 

Continuing, the learned advocate said 
although he admitted the word “foreigner” 
was defined in the order in Council as 
including Chinese in China and ‘Japanese 
in Japan, yet to give it that effect in all 
cases would be inconsistent with the 
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treaty. Having briefly sketched the origin 
of her Majesty's jurisdiction in China from 
the Treaty of Tientsin, he said that the 
effect of the operation of the most favoured 
nation clause in other treaties had been to 
make practically one Court to which a Chi- 
nese subject resorted in case of an action 
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against a British subject, He had no 
election at all ; he must go to it. Arguing 
that the Order in Council and treaty were 
inconsistent, he contended that the China- 
man did not resort to the Court under the 
Order in Council, but under treaty, and 
that if the order in Council and treaty 
were inconsistent the latter must prevail. 
The Lord Chancellor in the Chishima- 
Ravenna case remarked : “I can understand 
aman submitting to the jurisdiction against 
him and jurisdiction being exercised, who 
can refuse to have his case heard in that 
Court or can agree to have it heard in, that 
Court. That is submitting to the juris- 
diction ; but a man who invokes the’ only 
jurisdiction which he can have as his 
remedy, can hardly be said to submit to 

















the jurisdiction. . . It seems to me to be 
rather grotesque . . . to say that where 
a foreigner desires to institute a suit 


against a British subject the Supreme 
Court may entertain the suit, provided 
that the foreigner first files in the Court 
his consent to the jurisdiction of the 
Court. Now to require » man who is 
bound go into that Court, and who has a 
right to go into that Court, to file first a 
consent to the jurisdiction’ of the Court 
seems to me to be about as grotesque a 
proceeding as you can imagine. It is 
perfectly intelligible in the other case, 
where a foreigner is being sued, of course.” 
In the present suit. any consent that was 
necessary had been given by filing the 
petition: 

His' Lordship enquired whether the 
plaintiff was suing as the head of a provincial 
government. 

Mr. Hat 





m assented 

inson—I deny altogether that 
the Viceroy is suing at all. ‘These are my 
instructions and I” submit it is entirely 
a little by-play. 

His Lordship—I would like to have it 
understood whether he is suing as the head 
of a provincial government. 

Mr. Hanson—Practically he does so. TI 
understand he is suing as head of a 
provincial government. 

Mr. Wilkinson—Is he suing on behalf 
of the Chinese government? That is the 
only government we know. We do not 
‘know any provineial government. 

His Lordship—Oh, yes, we do. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I submit we only know 
the Chinese Imperial Government, and wo 
know cases where a distinction has been 
drawn between the Viceroy and the 
Chinese Minister as to the right to repre- 
sent the Government. : 

‘Mr. Hanson, proceeding, after quoting 
from Piggott's Eaterritoriality, and an 
article in the Law Times of 13th July, 
1895, pointed out that the subject of 
the ‘action was clearly a government 
one—viz., guns for the arming of troops. 
If his Lordship should be of opinion 
that there had been any irregularity in 
not filing consent to the jurisdiction, it 
‘was in his discretion to make an order aire 
ing proceedings until consent be filed, with- 
out dismissing the suit. The filing of 
consent was a mere meaningless formality, 
As to Mr. Wilkinson's remark that the suit 
had been brought without proper authority 
he would point out that any one doing that 
would be liable for contempt of Court, 

Mr. Wilkinson—I disclaimed, and do 
disclaim, any suggestion that’ you aro 
acting without believing that you are fully 
authorised. 

‘Mr. Hanson, resuming, said the allegation 
in the petition was that arms were sold by 
the defendants which were worthless and 
dangerous to fire. 

Me. Wilkinson protested against the 
merits of the case being gone into. 

Mr. Hanson:said he was only going on 
to remark that he should have thought that 
any ordinary firm against whom such an 
allegation was made would have wished to 














have had it proved or disproved as soon as 
possible, and not endeavour to take advan- 
fage of the non-observance of a mere form 
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ality, For the reasons he had adduced to 
his Lordship he asked that the application 
should be dismissed, with costs. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson, in reply, said if his mo- 
tion were granted it would only affect that 
particular suit, and a new petition could be 
filed the next day. Without going into 
the merits of the case, he was instructed to 
say there was a very good defence. Mr. 
Hanson had spoken of the cause of the 
motion a8 being » mere irregularity which 
could be remedied, but he (Mr. Wilkinson) 
would point out that the irregularity went 
to the jurisdiction, and the want of it 
was incurable. The Court had no juris- 
diction to entertain the suit, without a 
submission to the jurisdiction being filed 
at the same time, A great deal _had 
been made of the dicta of the Lord 
Chancellor, but it had to be remem- 
dered that they were only dicta and 
had been overruled in the judgment of the 
Privy Council itself, which said: “Their 
Lordships do not find it necessary to ex- 
press any opinion upon the arguments ad- 

iressed to them in relation to the construc- 
tion of the Order in Council.” ‘That was the 
authoritative judgment of the Privy Council, 
which left the Orders in Council exactly 
where they were, and there was no authorlty 
for his Lordship to rest a decision on 
the Lord Chancellor's dicta. Probably 
in any authorised report those dicta would 
not have appeared at all. Even if his 
Lordship were of opinion that they were 
correct, the practice of that Court had 
been so continuous that he was bound not 
to give effect to them until there was a 
decision of the Privy Council on the sub- 
ject. ‘Tho practice of the Court had been 
80 long affirmed by this Court that it could 
not be changed until there was a decision 
of the Privy Council that the construction 
put by this Court on the Orders in Council 
was a Wrong one. 

His Lordship—Cannot it be changed? 

Mr. Wilkinson submitted it could not ; 
it had gone on for several years under 
the sanction of the Court and it could not 
be changed without a change in the 
Orders, or decision of the Privy Council 
saying it ought to be changed. It was not 
open to his Lordship to put a different 
construction upon the Order in Council 
than that which had been put upon 
it by the judges of the Court before. 
It was quite correct, as the diplomatic 
correspondence regarding the Chishima- 
Ravenna case clearly showed, “that the 
provisions with regard to submission to 
the jurisdiction, and. the certificate of the 
consent of the authorities of the plaintiff” 
did not apply ‘to suits instituted by a 

overnment in its representative capacity,” 

ut the present action was not brought in 
the name of the government like the 
Chishima case was. 

His Lordship—But it is brought in the 
name of what is, in effect, a branch of the 
government. It is a quasi-independent 
government. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I submit not, my Lord, 
and I submit if your Lordship were to rule 
it was a quasi-independent government, 
the Chinese government would most in 
dignantly repudiato it. 

His Lordship—It is a provincial govern- 
ment which carries on its own business for 
such purposes as this, > 

Mr. Wilkinson—I submit we do_ not 
Imow any government but the Chinese 
government.: If the Chinese government 
will communicate to your Lordship that 
the provincial government is independent, 
or quasi-independent, and we ate. prepared 
to acknowledge it, then we can treat it as 
quasi-independent. ‘There is no safety, 
there is no propriety, in treating with any 
government but the government of China, 
and the question is whether a provincial Go- 
vernor is or isnot entitled in any particular 
case to sue in the name of the government. 
Téhe is not, then he sues asa subject of 
the Emperor and comes under the Order in 
Council. Continuing, the learned connsel 

















said if it had been distinctly stated that 
the suit was brought by the Chinese go- ; 
‘yernment, in consequence of the diplomatic ; 
correspondence in the Chishima case he j 
should not have asked his Lordship to 
dismiss it. Another point was, that if 
the case had been brought in the name 
of the Chinese government, it would 
only be right and proper for an official 
intimation to be sent to that effect, which 
would prevent the slightest mistake. But 
he had asked the Consul-General before 
coming into the room whether he had re- 
ceived any such official intimation from the 
Chinese government, and had been in- 
formed that no official communication 
had been received. If such a suit were 
instituted by the Chinese government 
it should be clearly understood, and not 
left to implication. It was ‘not even 
clear that the arms were for the purpose 
of arming troops, and any” stipulation 
might be made with regard to the object 
for which they were bought. There was 
nothing, he repeated, to show the suit was 
more than one between private individuals. 

His Lordship pointed out that the plain- 
tiff was described in the petition as the 
Viceroy or Governer-General of the two 
provinces of Kiangsu and Kiangsi, and 
that Court sat within the ‘jurisdiction of 
Kiangsu. 

Mr. Wilkinson said there was no alle- 
gation he was suing in that capacity ; it 
was the ordinary and common form’ to 
describe what the plaintiff was. 

His Lordship said that in view of the 
almost immediate return of Sir Nicholas 
Hannen, the Chief Justice, he should like 
to have the opportunity of consulting with 
him because the decision must necessarily 
settle an important point. The question 
was whether they were to follow the old 
practice until the Order in Council was 
changed, or whether, on the other hand, 
they might, without waiting for any change 
in the Order in Council, modify the 
practice. 

Mr. Wilkinson strongly urged that if 
Sir Nicholas Hannen were consulted there 
should be an opportunity of arguing the 
question before him. 

His Lordship—I feel very strongly the 
points Mr. Wilkinson has put. At the 
same time I feel equally strongly that it 
has become a mere meaningless. formality. 
T fail now to see what possible object can 
be gained by Veco) in a paper that 
the plaintiff submits to the jurisdiction. 
Still, I may be obliged to come to the con- 
clusion that until it pleases her Majesty 
to alter the Order in Council, we really 
have no option. 

Mr. Hanson—Taking the two together, 
the treaty and the Order in Council. 

His Lordship—Of course we must 
endeavour to read the treaty and the Order 
in Council together. But one can conceive 
‘ case where the Orders in Council do 
not follow the treaty, but as they have to 
be read together, it is our duty to 
correct our own practice, if it can be 
done, on the point in which we were 
in error; and if it appears we can read 
the Order in Council so as to harmonise 
with what we understand the treaty to be, 
we are bound to do so. 

After some further discussion as to the 
adjournment, it was decided that the mo- 
tion should be heard before His Lordship 
and Sir Nicholas Hannen on Monday, the 
Tith inst.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 





(From Br. Geo. W. Noil’s Piece Goods Trade Report oy 6th February. ) 


PIRCE GOODS.—There is very little of interest to report, all demand for current requirements being practically finished as mentioned 
last week, and the enquiry for forward delivery is on the wane. A few transactions for near arrival were concluded early in the interval, 
amongst Which 12-lbs. Shirtings continue to hold a prominent position, and these, Waite Shirtings and 96-inch Mexicans have wiso been 
indented. for to a moderate extent, otherwise, beyond the Auctions, there is next’ to nothing doing in Piece Goods, but the activity still 
displayed in Indian Yarns promises well for a brisk trade generally’ at the commencement of the new season. ‘That a strong enquiry 
Will see in 60 soon as business is resumed is almost assured, the Tiestsix merchants having bought comparatively little yet, not kin 

the prices demanded by holders here. They are secing the uselessness of delaying any longer, however, and are said to have rais 

their offers lately two to three per cent, but that is only looked upon as a preliminary advance by the dealers, who evidently have the 
reing in their own hands. 

Steady prices have been maintained at Auction for Cottons generally, and for Woollens slight improvement is visible, for all 
except Spanish Stripes. Most, if not all of the Auctions will be suspended next week. 

‘Advices from Maxcuester this week, as regards the market, have been rather meagre, perhaps it was thought better not to say 
too much about it in face of the enormous Export last month, which is certainly a staggerer, although somewhat autticipated after the 
nows of the first fortnight’s shipments had been received. ‘The figures are 67,000,000 yards of Plain Cottons to Hoxcxos@ and Cmsa, 
by far the largest for many, many years past and quite pats the modest totals for the sxme month the lat two year in the shade, namely 
26 million yards in 1895 and 38 millions in 1894. ‘The shipments of Yarn were 6,000 bales to Jarax, 1,300 bales to Hoxoxoxe and 700 
bales for this. Purchases of 2,000 bales Drills and Sheetings ha market during the interval at 
sterling prices that look fairly steady. 

‘Phe ecquiry for INpray Yarns is still quite strong, a fair quantity being settled again this week for delivery about the ead of the 
month.
